4.  Glen  Canyon  Park  Recreation  Center

Ms.  Topfer  presented  the  results  of  the  Artist  Selection  Panel  for  the  for  Glen  Canyon 
Park  Recreation  Center.  She  gave  an  overview  of  the  three  selected  finalists:  Mark  Brest 
Van  Kempen,  a Bay  Area  site-specific  land  artist;  John  Roloff,  who  has  created 
numerous  public  art  projects  usually  with  an  environmental  focus;  and  Chris  Sollars,  a 
San  Francisco,  Mission-based  artist  that  works  within  the  theme  of  investigation  and 
reclamation  of  public  space  through  urban  interventions  using  found  objects. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  for  clarification  of  the  art  opportunity  and  budget.  The  total 
budget  is  $150,000,  with  an  artist  budget  of  approximately  $96,000. 

President  Beltran  commented  on  the  strong  selection  of  the  artists  and  that  she  knows 
recreation  center  well.  She  stated  the  art  will  enliven  the  secluded  space. 

Ms.  Topfer  concluded  by  stating  that  there  will  a site  visit  with  the  artists  on  February  6, 
2014  and  the  Final  Selection  Panel  had  not  been  chosen  yet  but  will  likely  be  at  the 
beginning  of  April. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

5.  Randall  Museum 

Justine  Topfer 
Action 

Ms.  Topfer  presented  the  results  of  the  Artist  Selection  Panel  for  the  Randall  Musuem. 
She  gave  an  overview  of  the  three  selected  finalists:  Ball-Nouges  Studio,  who  is  based  in 
Los  Angeles  whose  practice  sits  at  the  intersection  of  architecture,  art,  and  industrial 
design;  Ben  Trautman,  an  Oakland-based  artist  who  creates  sculptures  combining 
organic  and  mechanical  forms;  and  Smith|Allen  a collaborative  team,  also  based  in 
Oakland,  who’s  practice  encompasses  digital  craft.  All  the  artists  combine  science  and 
technology  in  a creative  way.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Randall  Museum  that  the  art  reflect 
their  mission  to  present  a confluence  of  art  and  science. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  to  clarify  the  art  opportunities.  Ms.Topfer  explained  that  the 
exact  location  hasn’t  been  determined  yet,  but  there  will  likely  be  an  opportunity  to  create 
a 2D  wall  piece  or  a hanging  sculpture  in  the  atrium  of  the  lobby.  There  will  be  a site 
visit  on  February  3 with  the  artists  and  designers  to  discuss  the  possibilities. 

President  Beltran  asked  for  the  budget  of  the  project.  The  total  budget  is  $96,000,  with  an 
artist  budget  of  approximately  $63,000. 

Commissioner  Chew  commented  that  many  of  the  visitors  will  be  school  children  and 
that  should  factor  into  the  artists’  proposals. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  three  selected  finalists:  Smith|Allen,  Ball-Nouges  Studio, 
Ben  Trautman,  (and  an  alternate,  Jay  Atherton)  for  the  Randall  Museum  Public  Art

6.  San  Francisco  International  Airport:  Terminal  1,  Sculpture  Opportunity 

Justine  Topfer 
Action 

Ms.  Topfer  presented  the  Public  Art  Project  Outline  for  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport:  Terminal  1,  Sculpture  Opportunity.  The  new  opportunity  is  part  of  the  control 
tower  project  and  the  sculpture  will  serve  as  a wayfinding  element  from  the  exit  of 
Boarding  Area  C into  the  connector  site.  The  rough  dimensions  of  the  location  are  25  feet 
by  25  feet. 

Ms.Pontious  explained  that  the  connector  site  is  behind  security  but  will  still  be  visible 
from  the  non-secure  meeting  area. 


Commissioner  Keehn  asked  for  the  budget.  Ms.  Topfer  stated  it  may  be  up  to  $400,000. 
She  also  explained  she  would  be  folding  the  artist  selections  into  the  Artist  Selection 
Panel  for  the  Terminal  3 sculpture  taking  place  next  week.  Commissioner  Keehn 
questioned  that  idea,  stating  that  it  was  not  enough  time  for  major  artists  and  galleries  to 
respond  to  Request  for  Qualifications  (“RFQ”),  especially  with  holidays. 

Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  Terminal  3 has  a fast  timeline,  and  plans  must  move  forward 
as  scheduled.  However,  Terminal  1 has  more  flexible  timeline.  If  the  applicants  to  the 
RFQ  do  not  yield  the  results  desired  the  RFQ  can  be  reposted. 

Director  DeCaigny  explained  that  Director  of  Communications  Kate  Patterson  is  also 
working  hard  at  getting  the  word  out  about  the  RFQ’s.  She  has  forwarded  these  calls  to 
arts  networks  and  will  continue  to  support  Public  Art  with  all  RFQ  endeavors. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

7.  Public  Plaza  at  Clementina  and  Fourth  Streets 

Jennifer  Loworn 
Action 

Senior  Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  gave  an  update  on  the  process  of  contracting 
with  Roxy  Paine  to  produce  a sculpture  for  the  public  plaza  at  Clementina  and  Fourth 
Streets.  Due  to  the  City’s  indemnification  requirements,  Roxy  Paine’s  studio  has 
requested  that  the  scope  of  work  be  split  and  that  the  fabrication  be  contracted  directly 
with  the  fabricator. 

Commissioner  Keehn  stated  that  she  would  be  interested  in  having  further  policy 
discussion  about  the  City’s  indemnity  requirements  and  stated  that  it  may  be  a barrier  for 
artists  to  enter  into  contract  with  the  City. 

Director  Tom  DeCaigny  commented  that  while  the  indemnification  requirement  is 
currently  non-negotiable  and  is  contained  in  all  City  contracts,  he  has  been  in  discussion 
about  this  with  the  Office  of  Small  Business  as  it  aligns  with  similar  small  business 
concerns  citywide. 

Ms.  Loworn  stated  that  the  fabricator  has  reviewed  the  contract  and  has  indicated  his 
willingness  to  sign  the  agreement.  She  added  that  the  fabricator’s  preliminary  estimate 
includes  an  allowance  to  upgrade  the  stainless  steel  to  a higher  grade  than  what  was 
originally  proposed  by  the  artist.  She  stated  that  the  grade  of  steel  will  be  evaluated 
during  the  engineering  phase  of  design  and  will  include  a review  by  a metallurgist. 

Based  upon  those  reviews,  Ms.  Loworn  will  bring  the  steel  grade  recommendation  and 


exact  additional  cost  information  to  the  Commission  for  approval  prior  to  entering  into 
contract  with  the  fabricator. 

Ms.  Lovvom  is  also  checking  with  other  institutions  that  have  Mr.  Paine’s  work  in  their 
collection  to  discuss  maintenance  strategies  and  budgets  regarding  care  of  his  works. 
Director  DeCaigny  interjected  that  as  an  approach,  the  Arts  Commission  should  look  at 
front-end  investment  for  projects.  He  would  always  recommend  opting  for  the  best 
quality  material  up  front  rather  than  pay  for  conservation  later.  The  Committee  agreed. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  if  there  is  a contingency  in  the  budget.  Ms.  Lovvom  replied 
the  standard  10%  will  be  set  aside.

Ms.  Chou  stated  there  are 
plans  for  a preview  for  the  Chief  and  the  board  of  the  Bay  Area  Law  Enforcement 
Assistance  Fund  (“BALEAF”).  Director  DeCaigny  suggested  sharing  the  time-lapse 
photos  with  the  Chief  and  BALEAF  in  the  meantime. 

Ms.  Pontious  had  a final  suggestion  to  include  the  poem  that  is  inscribed  on  the  glass 
cylinder  also  be  inscribed  on  a glass  plaque  at  the  site. 


Commissioner  Sklar  left  and  President  Beltran  took  over  chairing  the  meeting. 

B.  Public  Utilities  Commission:  Southeast  Treatment  Plant  (SEP)  Master  Plan 

Ms.  Pontious  announced  a new  project  with  Public  Utilities  Commission.  They  will  be 
significantly  remodeling  the  SEP.  The  SEP  is  located  in  the  Bayview  of  off  3rd  Street.  A 
master  plan  will  be  drafted  soon. 

C.  Re-installation  of  the  artwork  Peace,  1939,  by  Beniamino  Bufano 

Peace  was  successfully  reinstalled  at  700  Brotherhood  Way,  under  the  direction  of 
Project  Manager  Carol  Marie  Daniels.

Ms.  Loworn  stated  that  the  larger  portion  of  the  roof  garden  will  be  open  to  the  public  as  well  as 
staff  and  patients.  The  smaller  private  area  of  the  garden  will  be  for  use  by  elder  patients  and 
staff  from  the  Acute  Care  for  Elders  Department.  Ms.  Loworn  stated  that  a mock-up  for  the 
seating  elements  and  carved  sculpture  will  be  presented  to  the  Committee  at  a later  date.  She 
added  that  the  artist’s  design  concept  for  the  pavers  is  based  on  his  childhood  memories  of  seeing 
clouds  reflected  in  puddles.

Program  Associate  Zoe  Taleporos  reported  that  the  selection  panel  for  the  Two-Dimensional 
Artwork  Program  for  the  General  Hospital  Acute  Care  Building  had  recently  taken  place.  She 
noted  that  the  panel  reviewed  380  artworks,  including  five  from  the  Civic  Art  Collection  that 
could  possibly  be  restored  and  reinstalled.  From  the  380,  the  panel  selected  227  artwork  images 
to  display  in  the  public  corridors  and  waiting  rooms  of  the  new  hospital.  She  listed  the  panelists 
that  included  arts  professionals,  an  Arts  Commissioner,  and  approximately  30  members  of 
General  Hospital  staff  who  jointly  shared  two  votes. 

Ms.  Loworn  stated  that  the  selection  was  conducted  with  guided  criteria  for  images  that  support 
a therapeutic  environment.  She  noted  that  landscapes,  familiar  street  scenes,  and  culturally 
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specific  images  were  well  represented  in  the  final  selection  and  would  likely  appeal  to  the  broad 
and  diverse  demographic  of  General  Hospital. 

Ms.  Taleporos  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  the  images  would  be  translated  into  a 
permanent,  durable  material  such  as  printed  aluminum  after  obtaining  reproduction  licenses  from 
the  artists.  She  then  presented  the  final  selection.

The  artwork  is  multi-component  installation  on  the  fa<?ade  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  building  at  525  Golden  Gate.  The  installation  consists  of  five-inch-square, 
clear-polycarbonate  panels  hinged  to  move  freely  in  the  wind.  At  night,  the  movement  of 
the  panels  is  converted  into  light  when  the  hinged  panels  move  inward  and  connect  to 
small  embedded  magnets  connected  to  an  electric  reed  that  triggers  the  flickering  of  LED 
lights.  The  sculpture  requires  less  energy  than  a 75 -Watt  light  bulb.  The  artwork  was 
dedicated  with  the  opening  of  the  building  in  June  2012. 

10.  Motion  to  approve  and  accept  into  the  Civic  Art  Collection  Rain  Portal , 2012  by  Ned 
Kahn.  The  artwork  is  located  at  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  building  at  525  Golden 
Gate.  The  installation  covers  two  walls  located  on  either  side  of  the  lobby  stairway.  The 
installation  is  a self-sustaining  system  that  continuously  recycles  water  to  create  the 
illusion  of  rain  inside  the  clear  polycarbonate  wall  panels.  The  extruded  polycarbonate 
has  multiple  cells  of  plastic  that  through  which  water  is  pumped  up  from  a reservoir  at  the 
bottom  of  the  panels  and  released  as  small  drops  into  the  top.  The  artwork  was  dedicated 
with  the  opening  of  the  building  in  June  2012.

Ms.  Loworn  stated  that  the  selection  was  conducted  with  guided  criteria  for  images  that  support 
a therapeutic  environment.  She  noted  that  landscapes,  familiar  street  scenes,  and  culturally 
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specific  images  were  well  represented  in  the  final  selection  and  would  likely  appeal  to  the  broad 
and  diverse  demographic  of  General  Hospital. 

Ms.  Taleporos  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  the  images  would  be  translated  into  a 
permanent,  durable  material  such  as  printed  aluminum  after  obtaining  reproduction  licenses  from 
the  artists.  She  then  presented  the  final  selection.

Motion  to  approve  poster  designs  developed  by  graphic  designer  Joy  Liu, 
featuring  portraits  by  photographer  Damien  Maloney  and  poetry  excerpts  by 
youth  from  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission’s  WritersCorps  program.  The 
posters  will  be  displayed  in  fifteen  transit  stops  facing  the  platform  on  the  T-Line 
from  April  through  September,  2014. 
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The  Committee  severed  the  motion  from  the  Consent  Calendar  to  review  the  WritersCorp 
posters  series  designs  by  graphic  designer  Joy  Liu.  The  Committee  disapproved  of  the 
design  treatment  of  the  verbage  in  the  lower  left,  stating  that  it  may  be  too  hard  to  read 
due  to  the  light  outlines  of  the  text.  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Tom  DeCaigny  suggested 
hearing  the  item  at  the  Executive  Committee  after  the  design  revisions  were  made. 

Commissioner  Silverman  arrived. 

3.  Patricia’s  Green 

A.  June  2014  through  May  2015 

Jill  Manton,  Russell  Pritchard 
Action 

Director  of  Public  Art  Trust  and  Special  Initiatives  Jill  Manton  presented  three  options 
for  temporary  sculpture  installations  at  Patricia’s  Green  from  June  2014  through  May 
2015.  She  introduced  Madeline  Behrens-Brigham  and  Russell  Pritchard,  the  co-founders 
of  the  Hayes  Valley  Art  Coalition  (“HVAC”)  who  presented  the  first  option  for  the 
Committee  to  consider,  a sculpture  proposal  by  Mark  Baugh-Sasaki.  The  sculpture 
proposal,  entitled  Transformations,  is  comprised  of  an  abstracted  geometric  steel 
framework  encasing  large  concrete  masses  from  demolished  constructions  sites. 

President  Beltran  and  the  Committee  shared  their  concerns  of  liability,  climb-ability,  and 
the  structural  weight  of  the  sculpture  proposal.  Mr.  Pritchard  said  they  would  work  with 
an  engineer  regarding  structural  concerns  and  compliance  with  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  (“ADA”).  He  ensured  that  safety  mitigations  would  be  considered  and 
liability  insurance  would  be  obtained.  He  also  confirmed  that  durable  materials  would  be 
used  and  lighting  would  be  included. 

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  explained  that  the  proposal  would  also  need  to  be 
reviewed  by  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Disability  (“MOD”)  and  would  require  approval  of 
the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  (“RPD”). 

Ms.  Behrens-Brigham  added  that  many  Hayes  Valley  residents  support  the  sculpture 
proposal  and  partial  funding  from  a local  developer  had  been  secured. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  Ms.  Manton  if  all  three  sculpture  options  had  been  reviewed 
by  Hayes  Valley  community  groups.  Ms.  Manton  replied  they  had  not.  She  clarified  that 
the  sculpture  selected  by  the  Committee  would  be  vetted  through  community  groups  and 
would  also  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  RPD. 

As  a second  proposal  for  the  Committee  to  consider,  Ms.  Manton  presented  the  work  of 
artist  James  Surls  and  shared  her  preference  for  the  sculpture  All  Diamonds.  She  then 
presented  an  artwork  by  Dana  Albany  as  a third  proposal:  a spaceship-like  sculpture 
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adorned  with  mosaics  and  light  bulbs  that  had  previously  been  on  view  at  the 
Exploratorium. 

President  Beltran  noted  that  since  the  HVAC  proposal  had  received  strong  community 
support,  she  was  concerned  about  approving  another  proposal  without  community  input. 

The  Committee  expressed  concerns  regarding  ADA  compliance  and  durability  of  the 
proposed  sculptures  by  James  Surls  and  Dana  Albany.  Commissioner  Keehn  stated  that 
all  three  of  the  proposals  would  need  to  be  retrofitted  or  augmented  before  final  approval 
and  installation. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment. 

Executive  Director  of  the  Black  Rock  Arts  Foundation  Tomas  McCabe  noted  that  the 
piece  by  Dana  Albany  had  been  made  possible  through  the  combined  efforts  of  multiple 
agencies  including  the  Crucible,  Burning  Man,  the  Exploratorium,  and  the  Maker  Faire. 
He  also  commented  on  the  structural  attributes  of  the  artwork  and  agreed  it  would  need 
adjustments  to  mitigate  safety  concerns  in  the  environment  of  Patricia’s  Green. 

Commissioner  Keehn  suggested  that  the  motions  be  tabled  until  the  proposals  by  James 
Surls  and  Dana  Albany  were  presented  to  the  community  for  feedback.

B.  10th  Anniversary 

Jill  Manton,  Tom  McCabe 
Action 

Ms.  Manton  presented  a proposal  to  reinstall  a temple  sculpture  by  David  Best  at 
Patricia’s  Green  in  honor  of  the  10th  anniversary  of  the  park.  She  explained  that  one  of 
David  Best’s  temple  sculptures  had  been  the  first  public  art  installation  at  the  park  and  it 
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was  received  extremely  well  by  the  public.  She  added  that  the  project  would  be  funded  by 
the  Capital  Improvement  Program  (“CIP”)  and  the  Black  Rock  Arts  Foundation. 

Ms.  Manton  stated  that  members  of  the  HVAC  and  the  Hayes  Valley  Neighborhood 
Association  were  in  favor  of  the  proposal  to  install  David  Best’s  work.  She  recommended 
awarding  the  artist  a $2,000  honorarium  to  create  a proposal  for  a new  temple  sculpture  at 
Patricia’s  Green  to  be  installed  in  June  2015.  Ms.  Manton  added  that  the  honorarium 
would  allow  the  artist  to  research  more  durable  materials,  as  the  original  installation  had 
been  damaged  by  environmental  conditions. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  McCabe  stated  that  he  had  spoken  with  David  Best  who  is  excited  about  the  idea.  He 
also  confirmed  that  the  artist  would  be  able  to  complete  a new  installation  within  the 
proposed  timeline. 

Motion:  Motion  to  pay  an  honorarium  of  $2,000  to  artist  David  Best  for  the  development 
of  a sculpture  proposal  for  Patricia’s  Green  to  be  presented  to  the  Arts  Commission, 
Recreation  and  Park  Commission  and  the  community  for  FY  2015/2016  in  collaboration 
with  Black  Rock  Arts  Foundation,  with  the  balance  of  funding  to  come  from  the  Black 
Rock  Arts  Foundation.

4.  SOMA  West  Skatepark 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  images  of  the  final  designs  of  the  artwork  There 
Slipped  Saturn  a Perpetual  Tock-a.k.a  The  Saturn  Clock,  by  artist  Jovi  Schnell  for 
SOMA  West  Skatepark.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  design  had  not  changed  since  the 
conceptual  approval.  The  design  will  be  located  on  six  columns  at  the  site,  along  with 
lintels  between  the  columns,  that  will  be  painted  with  the  same  design.  However,  the 
design  will  be  slightly  rotated  on  each  column  so  that  a full  view  of  all  the  columns  will 
provide  different  vantages  to  the  viewer. 

Ms.  Chou  introduced  the  artist,  Ms.  Schnell,  who  explained  that  her  conceptual 
inspiration  for  the  imagery  was  the  former  Woodward’s  Gardens,  an  amusement  park 
with  a museum  of  natural  curiosities,  zoo,  gallery,  and  exotic  gardens,  as  well  as  the 
largest  west  coast  skating  rink  of  its  time,  located  across  the  street.  Woodward’s  Gardens 
was  located  just  across  the  street  from  the  Skatepark. 

President  Beltran  asked  if  graffiti  prevention  had  been  considered.  Ms.  Chou  confirmed 
that  the  mural  will  have  a graffiti  coating.  She  explained  that  the  artwork  will  not  be 
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entering  the  Civic  Art  Collection  (“CAC”),  as  the  City  is  leasing  the  land  from  Caltrans 
and  as  a result,  the  artwork  is  owned  by  the  State  of  California.  However,  the  Arts 
Commission  will  be  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  artwork  and  has  a 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  (“MOU”)  with  RPD  who  will  remove  the  graffiti.  The 
MOU  was  made  with  the  condition  that  graffiti  on  the  mural  can  be  removed  with  the 
same  product  used  by  RPD  to  remove  graffiti  from  other  surfaces.  The  artist  completed  a 
test  with  the  Keim  paint  and  the  products  used  by  RPD  and  confirmed  that  the  products 
used  by  RPD  are  safe  for  use  on  the  Keim  paint. 

Director  DeCaigny  asked  if  there  was  an  intended  lifespan  for  the  artwork.  Ms.  Chou 
stated  that  she  is  uncertain  what  the  length  of  the  lease  agreement  is  with  Caltrans  but  it 
has  been  agreed  that  if  the  artwork  required  major  restoration  work  beyond  graffiti 
removal,  it  would  be  painted  over.  There  is  no  budget  for  extensive  restoration.  She  also 
stated  that  the  Keim  paint  used  for  the  mural  is  a very  durable  mineral  based  product  that 
fuses  directly  to  the  concrete. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

5.  Pirkle  Jones  Foundation 

Susan  Pontious 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  announced  a proposed  gift  to  the  City  of  148  photographs  by  Pirkle  Jones 
from  the  Pirkle  Jones  Foundation.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  the  foundation  is 
dissolving  and  while  gifts  without  an  endowment  are  not  usually  accepted  into  the  CAC, 
it  is  the  feeling  of  the  staff  that  it  is  within  the  collecting  priorities  to  accept  the 
photographs.  The  photographs  will  come  into  the  collection  in  archival  storage  and  will 
not  require  maintenance.  They  will  be  an  appropriate  selection  for  hanging  in  public 
offices  at  City  Hall.  The  borrowing  agencies  will  incur  the  framing  and  exhibition  costs. 

Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  presented  a few  of  the  photographic  prints  and 
President  Beltran  read  a short  biography  of  Pirkle  Jones.  Mr.  Jones  had  an  esteemed 
career  as  photographer  of  San  Francisco  and  its  environs.  He  had  been  a member  of  the 
San  Francisco  Art  Institute  faculty.  His  contemporaries  included  Ansel  Adams,  Minor 
White,  Edward  Weston  and  Dorthea  Lange. 

Ms.  Pontious  explained  there  will  be  motion  at  later  date  to  complete  the  accession  of  the 
works  into  the  CAC,  which  will  include  full  catalog  information  for  each. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 
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Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  gift  proposal  from  the  Pirkle  Jones  Foundation  to  the  City 
of  148  selenium  toned  gelatin  silver  photographic  prints  by  Pirkle  Jones,  and  two 
selenium  toned  gelatin  silver  prints  by  F.  W.  Quand,  printed  by  Pirkle  Jones.

6.  Broadway  Chinatown  Streetscape  Improvement  Project 

Marcus  Davies 
Action 

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  presented  the  Broadway  Chinatown  Streetscape 
Improvement  Project.  The  project  site  is  along  Broadway  Street  from  Columbus  Avenue 
to  the  Robert  C.  Levy  Tunnel.  The  work  will  convert  the  current  arterial  to  two  lanes  of 
traffic  in  each  direction.  Bulb-outs,  raised  crosswalks  and  a special  intersection  treatment 
will  improve  pedestrian  visibility.  New  street  trees,  bike  sharrows,  seating,  and  street 
lights  will  enhance  the  public  realm.  Community  members  and  the  project  team  have 
expressed  a desire  for  artist-designed  seating  along  the  length  of  the  project  site  on  both 
the  north  and  south  sides  of  the  street.  While  specific  sites  are  yet  to  be  determined,  areas 
of  interest  include  the  intersections  at  Powell,  Stockton  and  Grant  streets,  near  the 
throughways  of  Cordelia  Street  and  Turk  Murphy  Lane,  and  adjacent  to  a new  mini-plaza 
at  the  north  entrance  to  Wayne  Place. 

Mr.  Davies  added  that  any  seating  will  be  coordinated  with  the  MOD  to  ensure  ADA 
compliance.  The  budget  for  the  project  is  $73,800  with  an  additional  architectural  credit 
of  $80,000  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (“DPW”)  for  seating. 

Mr.  Davies  asked  for  a commissioner  to  participate  on  artist  selection  panel  in  early  April. 
President  Beltran  offered  to  serve  on  the  panel. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Director  Pontious  explained  that  project  and  design  still  needed  to  vetted  though  the 
Civic  Design  Committee  but  it  was  important  to  move  forward  with  artist  selection  to 
ensure  that  the  project  artist  can  participate  in  the  design  process. 

Commissioner  Silverman  agreed  to  serve  on  the  artist  selection  panel  in  late  June. 

Director  DeCaigny  mentioned  that  there  are  many  stakeholder  interests  in  the  project  and 
that  it  will  be  important  to  maintain  communication  between  the  Visual  Art  and  Civic 
Design  Committees.  He  asked  that  a monthly  report  be  scheduled  as  a regular  item  on  the 
Executive  Committee  agendas  for  the  duration  of  the  project. 

Ms.  Pontious  also  stated  that  artworks  that  are  currently  sited  at  Moscone  Center  will 
need  to  moved  during  construction  and  that  some  works  may  be  considered  for  de- 
accession. Staff  has  been  working  on  appropriate  loans  when  possible,  such  as  the 
sculpture  by  Keith  Haring  Untitled  (Three  Dancing  Figures)  which  may  be  loaned  to  the 
Fine  Arts  Museums  for  the  de  Young’s  upcoming  Keith  Haring  exhibit.

1 . Motion  to  approve  poster  designs  developed  by  graphic  designer  Joy  Liu, 
featuring  portraits  by  photographer  Damien  Maloney  and  poetry  excerpts  by 
youth  from  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission’s  WritersCorps  program.  The 
posters  will  be  displayed  in  fifteen  transit  stops  facing  the  platform  on  the  T-Line 
from  April  through  September,  2014. 
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The  Committee  severed  the  motion  from  the  Consent  Calendar  to  review  the  WritersCorp 
posters  series  designs  by  graphic  designer  Joy  Liu.  The  Committee  disapproved  of  the 
design  treatment  of  the  text  in  the  lower  left,  stating  that  it  may  be  too  hard  to  read  due  to 
the  light  outlines  of  the  text.  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Tom  DeCaigny  suggested 
hearing  the  item  at  the  Executive  Committee  after  the  design  revisions  were  made. 

Commissioner  Silverman  arrived. 

3.  Patricia’s  Green 

A.  June  2014  through  May  2015 

Jill  Manton,  Russell  Pritchard 
Action 

Director  of  Public  Art  Trust  and  Special  Initiatives  Jill  Manton  presented  three  options 
for  temporary  sculpture  installations  at  Patricia’s  Green  from  June  2014  through  May 
2015.  She  introduced  Madeline  Behrens-Brigham  and  Russell  Pritchard,  the  co-founders 
of  the  Hayes  Valley  Art  Coalition  (“HVAC”)  who  presented  the  first  option  for  the 
Committee  to  consider,  a sculpture  proposal  by  Mark  Baugh-Sasaki.  The  sculpture 
proposal,  entitled  Transformations,  is  comprised  of  an  abstracted  geometric  steel 
framework  encasing  large  concrete  masses  from  demolished  constructions  sites. 

President  Beltran  and  the  Committee  shared  their  concerns  of  liability,  climb-ability,  and 
the  structural  capacity  of  the  sculpture  proposal.  Mr.  Pritchard  said  they  would  work 
with  an  engineer  regarding  structural  concerns  and  compliance  with  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  (“ADA”).  He  ensured  that  safety  mitigations  would  be  considered  and 
liability  insurance  would  be  obtained.  He  also  confirmed  that  durable  materials  would  be 
used  and  lighting  would  be  included. 

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  explained  that  the  proposal  would  also  need  to  be 
reviewed  by  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Disability  (“MOD”)  and  would  require  approval  of 
the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  (“RPD”). 

Ms.  Behrens-Brigham  added  that  many  Hayes  Valley  residents  support  the  sculpture 
proposal  and  partial  funding  from  a local  developer  had  been  secured. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  Ms.  Manton  if  all  three  sculpture  options  had  been  reviewed 
by  Hayes  Valley  community  groups.  Ms.  Manton  replied  they  had  not.  She  clarified  that 
the  sculpture  selected  by  the  Committee  would  be  vetted  through  community  groups  and 
would  also  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  RPD. 

As  a second  proposal  for  the  Committee  to  consider,  Ms.  Manton  presented  the  work  of 
artist  James  Surls  and  shared  her  preference  for  the  sculpture  All  Diamonds.  She  then 
presented  an  artwork  by  Dana  Albany  as  a third  proposal:  a spaceship-like  sculpture 
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adorned  with  mosaics  and  light  bulbs  that  had  previously  been  on  view  at  the 
Exploratorium. 

President  Beltran  noted  that  since  the  HVAC  proposal  had  received  strong  community 
support,  she  was  concerned  about  approving  another  proposal  without  community  input. 

The  Committee  expressed  concerns  regarding  ADA  compliance  and  durability  of  the 
proposed  sculptures  by  James  Surls  and  Dana  Albany.  Commissioner  Keehn  stated  that 
all  three  of  the  proposals  would  need  to  be  retrofitted  or  augmented  before  final  approval 
and  installation. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment. 

Executive  Director  of  the  Black  Rock  Arts  Foundation  Tomas  McCabe  noted  the  piece 
by  Dana  Albany  had  been  made  possible  through  the  combined  efforts  of  multiple 
organizations  including  the  Crucible,  Burning  Man,  the  Exploratorium,  and  the  Maker 
Faire.  He  also  commented  on  the  structural  attributes  of  the  artwork  and  agreed  it  would 
need  adjustments  to  mitigate  safety  concerns  in  the  environment  of  Patricia’s  Green. 

Commissioner  Keehn  suggested  that  the  motions  be  tabled  until  the  proposals  by  James 
Surls  and  Dana  Albany  were  presented  to  the  community  for  feedback.

Motion:  Motion  to  provisionally  approve  the  temporary  display  of  a sculpture  by  James 
Surls  entitled  All  Diamonds  in  Patricia’s  Green  from  June,  2014through  May  2015  using 
the  allocation  made  to  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  from  Capital  Planning  of  up  to 
$20,000  pending  approval  from  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  and  support  from 
the  local  Hayes  Valley  community.

Albany  for  placement  in  Patricia’s  Green  from  June,  2014  through  May,  2015  at  no  cost 
to  the  City. 

B.  10th  Anniversary 

Jill  Manton,  Tom  McCabe 
Action 

Ms.  Manton  presented  a proposal  to  install  a new  temple  sculpture  by  David  Best  at 
Patricia’s  Green  in  honor  of  the  10th  anniversary  of  the  park.  She  explained  that  one  of 
David  Best’s  temple  sculptures  had  been  the  first  public  art  installation  at  the  park  and  it 
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was  received  extremely  well  by  the  public.  She  added  that  the  project  would  be  funded  by 
the  Planning  Department  and  the  Black  Rock  Arts  Foundation, 
w 

Ms.  Manton  stated  that  members  of  the  HVAC  and  the  Hayes  Valley  Neighborhood 
Association  were  in  favor  of  the  proposal  to  install  David  Best’s  work.  She  recommended 
awarding  the  artist  a $2,000  honorarium  to  create  a proposal  for  a new  temple  sculpture  at 
Patricia’s  Green  to  be  installed  in  June  2015.  Ms.  Manton  added  that  the  honorarium 
would  allow  the  artist  to  research  more  durable  materials,  as  the  original  installation  had 
been  damaged  by  environmental  conditions. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  McCabe  stated  that  he  had  spoken  with  David  Best  who  is  excited  about  the  idea.  He 
also  confirmed  that  the  artist  would  be  able  to  complete  a new  installation  within  the 
proposed  timeline. 

Motion:  Motion  to  pay  an  honorarium  of  $2,000  to  artist  David  Best  for  the  development 
of  a sculpture  proposal  for  Patricia’s  Green  to  be  presented  to  the  Arts  Commission, 
Recreation  and  Park  Commission  and  the  community  for  FY  2015-2016  in  collaboration 
with  Black  Rock  Arts  Foundation,  with  the  balance  of  funding  to  come  from  the  Black 
Rock  Arts  Foundation.

4.  SOMA  West  Skatepark 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  images  of  the  final  designs  of  the  artwork  There 
Slipped  Saturn  a Perpetual  Tock-a.k.a  The  Saturn  Clock,  by  artist  Jovi  Schnell  for 
SOMA  West  Skatepark.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  design  had  not  changed 
substantially  since  the  conceptual  approval.  The  mural  will  be  located  on  six  columns  at 
the  site,  along  with  lintels  between  the  columns  that  will  be  painted  with  the  same  design. 
However,  the  design  will  be  slightly  rotated  on  each  column  so  that  from  any  vantage 
point  a viewer  will  see  various  aspects  of  the  mural  design  when  looking  at  the  full  view 
of  all  the  columns. 

Ms.  Chou  introduced  the  artist,  Ms.  Schnell,  who  explained  that  her  conceptual 
inspiration  for  the  imagery  was  the  former  Woodward’s  Gardens,  an  amusement  park 
with  a museum  of  natural  curiosities,  zoo,  gallery,  and  exotic  gardens,  as  well  as  the 
largest  West  Coast  skating  rink  of  its  time,  located  across  the  street  from  the  current 
Skatepark  site. 
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President  Beltran  asked  if  graffiti  prevention  had  been  considered.  Ms.  Chou  confirmed 
that  the  mural  will  have  a graffiti  coating.  She  explained  that  the  artwork  will  not  be 
entering  the  Civic  Art  Collection  (“CAC”),  as  the  City  is  leasing  the  land  from  Caltrans 
and  as  a result,  the  artwork  is  located  on  State-owned  property.  However,  the  Arts 
Commission  will  be  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  artwork  and  has  a 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  (“MOU”)  with  RPD  who  will  remove  any  graffiti.  The 
MOU  was  made  with  the  condition  that  graffiti  on  the  mural  can  be  removed  with  the 
same  product  used  by  RPD  to  remove  graffiti  from  other  surfaces.  The  artist  completed  a 
test  with  the  KEIM  paint  and  the  products  used  by  RPD  and  confirmed  that  the  products 
used  by  RPD  are  safe  for  use  on  the  KEIM  paint. 

Director  DeCaigny  asked  if  there  was  an  intended  lifespan  for  the  artwork.  Ms.  Chou 
stated  that  she  is  uncertain  what  the  length  of  the  lease  agreement  is  with  Caltrans,  but  it 
has  been  agreed  that  if  the  artwork  required  major  restoration  work  beyond  graffiti 
removal,  it  would  be  painted  over  as  there  is  no  budget  for  extensive  restoration.  She  also 
stated  that  the  KEIM  paint  used  for  the  mural  is  a very  durable  mineral  based  product  that 
fuses  directly  to  the  concrete. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  Final  Design  Phase  deliverables  by  artist  Jovi  Schnell  for 
the  SOMA  West  Skatepark.

5.  Pirkle  Jones  Foundation 

Susan  Pontious 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  announced  a proposed  gift  to  the  City  of  148  photographs  by  Pirkle  Jones 
from  the  Pirkle  Jones  Foundation.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  the  foundation  is 
dissolving  and  while  gifts  without  an  endowment  are  not  usually  accepted  into  the  CAC, 
staff  believes  that  it  is  within  the  collecting  priorities  to  accept  the  photographs  due  to  the 
stature  of  this  photographer  and  the  quality  of  the  work.  The  photographs  will  come  into 
the  collection  in  archival  storage  and  will  not  require  maintenance.  They  will  be  an 
appropriate  selection  for  hanging  in  public  offices  at  City  Hall.  The  borrowing  agencies 
will  incur  the  framing  and  exhibition  costs. 

Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  presented  a few  of  the  photographic  prints  and 
President  Beltran  read  a short  biography  of  Pirkle  Jones.  Mr.  Jones  had  an  esteemed 
career  as  photographer  of  San  Francisco  and  environs  and  was  a member  of  the  San 
Francisco  Art  Institute  faculty.  His  contemporaries  included  Ansel  Adams,  Minor  White, 
Edward  Weston  and  Dorthea  Lange. 

Ms.  Pontious  explained  there  will  be  motion  at  a later  date  to  complete  the  accession  of 
the  works  into  the  CAC,  which  will  include  full  catalog  information  for  each. 
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Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  gift  proposal  from  the  Pirkle  Jones  Foundation  to  the  City 
of  148  selenium  toned  gelatin  silver  photographic  prints  by  Pirkle  Jones,  and  two 
selenium  toned  gelatin  silver  prints  by  F.  W.  Quand,  printed  by  Pirkle  Jones.

The  motion  was  unanimously  approved. 

6.  Broadway  Chinatown  Streetscape  Improvement  Project 

Marcus  Davies 
Action 

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  presented  the  Broadway  Chinatown  Streetscape 
Improvement  Project.  The  project  site  is  along  Broadway  Street  from  Columbus  Avenue 
to  the  Robert  C.  Levy  Tunnel.  The  streetscape  project  will  convert  the  current  arterial  to 
two  lanes  of  traffic  in  each  direction.  Bulb-outs,  raised  crosswalks  and  a special 
intersection  treatment  will  improve  pedestrian  visibility.  New  street  trees,  bike  sharrows, 
seating,  and  street  lights  will  enhance  the  public  realm.  Community  members  and  the 
project  team  have  expressed  a desire  for  artist-designed  seating  along  the  length  of  the 
project  site  on  both  the  north  and  south  sides  of  the  street.  While  specific  sites  are  yet  to 
be  determined,  areas  of  interest  include  the  intersections  at  Powell,  Stockton  and  Grant 
streets,  near  the  through  ways  of  Cordelia  Street  and  Turk  Murphy  Lane,  and  adjacent  to  a 
new  mini-plaza  at  the  north  entrance  to  Wayne  Place.  Mr.  Davies  added  that  any  seating 
will  be  coordinated  with  the  MOD  to  ensure  ADA  compliance. 

The  budget  for  the  project  is  $73,800  with  an  additional  architectural  credit  of  up  to 
$80,000  from  Department  of  Public  Works  (“DPW”)  for  seating. 

Mr.  Davies  asked  for  a commissioner  to  participate  on  the  artist  selection  panel  in  early 
April.  President  Beltran  offered  to  serve  on  the  panel. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  Broadway  Chinatown  Streetscape  Improvement  Public 
Art  Project  Outline.

8.  Moscone  Expansion  Project

Mr.  Davies  presented  the  Moscone  Expansion  Public  Art  Project  Outline.  He  stated  that 
the  project  team  identified  the  enclosed  pedestrian  bridge  across  Howard  Street  as  a 
primary  art  enrichment  opportunity  and  would  like  to  pursue  an  artwork  utilizing  light  to 
transform  the  architectural  space.  The  artwork  could  also  be  extended  along  the  roof  line 
of  the  new  Moscone  South.  Other  potential  sites  for  additional  artwork  include  the  open 
air  pedestrian  bridge  across  Howard  and  a plaza  that  may  be  realized  at  the  southeast 
comer  of  Howard  and  4th  streets  in  front  of  the  carousel  and  Children’s  Creativity 
Museum. 

Director  Pontious  explained  that  project  and  design  still  needed  to  vetted  though  the 
Civic  Design  Review  Committee  but  it  was  important  to  move  forward  with  artist 
selection  to  ensure  that  the  project  artist  can  participate  in  the  design  process. 

Commissioner  Silverman  agreed  to  serve  on  the  artist  selection  panel  in  late  June. 

Director  DeCaigny  mentioned  that  there  are  many  stakeholder  interests  in  the  project  and 
that  it  will  be  important  to  maintain  communication  between  the  Visual  Art  and  Civic 
Design  Review  Committees.  He  asked  that  a monthly  report  be  scheduled  as  a regular 
item  on  the  Executive  Committee  agendas  for  the  duration  of  the  project. 

Ms.  Pontious  also  stated  that  artworks  that  are  currently  sited  at  Moscone  Center  will 
need  to  be  moved  during  construction  and  that  some  works  may  be  considered  for  de- 
accession.

3.  North  Beach  Branch  Library 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  details  about  the  final  installation  of  Bill  Fontana's 
soundscape  artwork  Sonic  Dreamscape.  The  artwork  was  the  last  project  of  the  Branch  Library 
Improvement  Program  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Libraries  (“SFPL”).  The  artwork  was 
presented  at  the  opening  of  the  North  Beach  Branch  Library  on  May  10,  2014.  It  consists  of  eight 
speakers  installed  along  the  exterior  roof  soffits  of  the  library,  primarily  along  Columbus 
Avenue.  The  audio  programming  is  comprised  of  local  neighborhood  sounds;  chiming  church 
bells  from  Saints  Peter  and  Paul  Church,  squawking  Telegraph  Hill  parrots,  foghorns,  cafe  noises 
and  a reading  by  poet  Lawrence  Ferlinghetti. 

Ms.  Chou  stated  that  prior  to  the  opening,  volume  levels  were  tested  for  two  weeks.  During  the 
testing,  the  Arts  Commission  received  some  complaints  from  neighbors  that  the  sound  level  was 
too  loud.  The  artist  made  adjustments  to  the  sound  levels  and  there  have  not  been  any  further 
complaints.  The  artist’s  intention  is  that  the  sound  level  of  the  artwork  is  consistent  with  the 
existing  ambient  noise  of  neighborhood  activity.  The  audio  is  played  daily,  8:30  a.m.  - 8 p.m. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  Russell  Pritchard  asked  why  the  artwork  is 
seeking  approval  after  it  was  already  installed.  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  explained  that 
there  have  been  a series  of  approvals  of  the  design  of  the  artwork  as  it  progressed.  This  is  the 
final  approval  verifying  that  the  artwork  was  fabricated  and  installed  as  per  the  approved  design, 
as  is  required  for  final  payment  to  the  artist.

Ms.  Chou  presented  images  of  the  Arelious  Walker  Stairway  Replacement  Project  commissioned 
for  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (“DPW”).  The  completed  artwork.  Flights  of  Fancy,  2014, 
by  the  artist  team  Colette  Crutcher  and  Aileen  Barr  consists  of  handmade  tiles  installed  on  the 
risers  of  87  steps  that  extend  uphill  from  Innes  Avenue  to  Northridge  Road  in  the  Bayview 
neighborhood.  The  tiles  are  a combination  of  handmade  tiles  and  mosaics  with  decorative 
patterns  drawn  from  various  cultures:  Adinkra  cloth  from  Ghana,  Native  American  painted 
pottery.  Central  American  woven  patterns,  Japanese  and  Indonesian  fabrics,  Middle  Eastern  tile 
patterns,  and  paisley  designs  from  India. 

Ms.  Chou  further  explained  that  the  tiles  had  been  made  with  the  help  of  neighborhood  children, 
at  two  community  workshops  that  were  held  at  the  Willie  Mays  Boys  and  Girls  Club.  The  final 
installation  had  been  managed  by  the  DPW  with  the  help  of  The  San  Francisco  Conservation 
Corps.  The  dedication  will  take  place  in  late  June.

11.  Patricia’s  Green  Temporary  Art  Installation 

The  project  was  previously  reviewed  at  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  Meeting  on  April  16,  2014. 

A.  Mark  Baugh-Sasaki 

Jill  Manton,  Mark  Bough  Sasaki 
Action 

Russell  Pritchard  and  Madeline  Behrens-Brigham,  co-founders  of  the  Hayes  Valley  Art  Coalition 
(“HVAC”)  reminded  the  Committee  of  proposal  presented  in  March  for  the  temporary  art 
installation  of  a sculpture  by  Mark  Baugh-Sasaki  mid- June  or  July  2014  through  May,  201 5,  at 
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Patricia’s  Green.  The  sculpture  proposal,  entitled  Transformations,  is  comprised  of  an  abstracted 
geometric  steel  framework  encasing  large  concrete  masses  from  demolished  constructions  sites. 

Since  the  last  presentation  Mr.  Pritchard  met  with  community  groups  and  relayed  initial  design 
and  safety  concerns  of  the  Committee  with  Mr.  Sasaki.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  staff  felt 
comfortable  recommending  approval  of  the  installation  with  the  current  design  revisions, 
pending  permit  and  structural  engineering  approvals  from  Recreation  and  Parks  Department 
(“RPD”). 

The  artist  Mark  Baugh  Sasaki  presented  images  of  the  revised  sculpture  design.  The  revisions 
included  placing  larger  concrete  blocks  at  the  base  and  steel  framework  would  provide  integral 
strength;  both  will  require  less  structural  engineering.  He  shared  that  he  felt  his  sculpture  was 
meant  to  represent  a moment  frozen  in  time;  the  demolition  of  the  freeway  and  the  changing 
landscape  where  the  causeway  once  stood. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  if  there  would  be  pedestal.  Mr.  Baugh-Sasaki  replied  that  there 
would  not  be  a pedestal.  The  sculpture  would  appear  to  immerse  itself  directly  into  the  existing 
ground  surface.  The  viewer  would  be  able  to  walk  around  the  sculpture.  He  provided  examples 
of  previous  artworks  that  were  constructed  in  az  similar  manner;  Adaptations,  2009  and 
Cascade,  2013. 

Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  temporary  sculpture  installation  by  Mark  Baugh-Sasaki  from 
mid-June,  2014  through  May,  2015  pending  permit  approval  from  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department.  The  project  will  be  funded  privately  through  the  Hayes  Valley  Coalition  at  no  cost 
to  the  City.

Director  of  Public  Art  Trust  and  Special  Initiatives  Jill  Manton  presented  two  proposals  for 
display  at  Patricia’s  Green  in  2016:  figurative  sculptures  by  Dennis  Gallagher;  and  a mosaic  tiled 
spaceship  sculpture  by  Dana  Albany.  She  stated  the  project  would  be  funded  using  the  allocation, 
of  $20,000  a year  for  four  years,  made  to  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  from  Capital  Planning 

The  Committee  expressed  design  concerns  with  both  proposals  and  felt  that  the  item  could  be 
tabled  due  the  time-frame.  The  Committee  felt  there  was  ample  time  for  Ms.  Manton  to  gauge 
the  community’s  approval  and  gamer  feedback. 


Commissioner  Sklar  called  for  public  comment. 


Russell  Pritchard  stated  that  it  would  be  the  preference  of  the  community  that  HVAC  be  given 
time  to  also  present  a proposal  for  consideration  and  did  not  want  to  see  Ms.  Albany’s  artwork 
on  Patricia’s  Green. 

Ms.  Behrens-Brigham  also  stated  that  the  HVAC  and  Hayes  Valley  Merchant  Association  were 
not  interested  in  the  proposed  installation  of  Ms.  Albany’s  work.  She  expressed  concerns,  feeling 
that  the  Arts  Commission  was  usurping  the  programming  for  Patricia’s  Green  by  hearing  the 
motion  so  far  ahead  of  2016.  She  stated  it  was  the  desire  of  the  HVAC  to  continue  with 
programming  proposals  for  Patricia’s  Green  as  they  have  done  since  2007.  She  requested  that 
community  groups  be  ensured  input  how  funds,  allocated  from  the  Hayes  Valley  Development 
Impact  Fees,  be  utilized  for  programming. 

Ms.  Manton  stated  it  was  not  the  desire  of  the  Arts  Commission  to  usurp  the  HVAC.  She 
clarified  that  the  Arts  Commission  is  the  City  entity  responsible  for  administering  City  funds  for 
arts  programming  over  the  two  year  period.  She  also  clarified  that  City  funds  need  to  go  through 
a competitive  process  and  can’t  be  gifted  to  a community  organization. 

President  Beltran  thanked  Ms.  Behrens-Brigham  and  stated  that  the  purpose  of  these  meetings  is 
to  serves  the  public  process  and  she  was  glad  to  hear  the  community  voice  represented. 

The  item  was  tabled  and  the  motion  was  not  heard.

Jennifer  Lovvorn

Senior  Project  Manager  Jennifer  Lowom  presented  the  fabrication  sample  for  a mosaic 
artwork  by  Lena  Wolff  for  the  second  floor  of  General  Hospital  Acute  Care  Building. 

Ms.  Lowom  presented  the  original  design  drawings  that  were  previously  approved  for 
three  walls;  all  are  6 foot  high  and  range  from  six  to  eight  feet  wide.  The  original  images, 
consisting  of  whimsical  animal  scenes,  were  done  in  gouache  and  are  being  translated 
into  mosaic  by  Mosaika  in  Canada. 

Ms.  Lowom  presented  the  fabrication  sample,  stating  that  the  artist  likes  how  it  turned 
out,  but  would  like  to  make  a couple  changes.  She  would  prefer  that  the  foreground 
elements  be  grouted  with  a darker  color  and  she  feels  that  the  white  background  tile  is  too 
bright  and  would  like  to  change  it  to  a warmer  white.  Ms.  Lowom  presented  the  warmer 
white  tile  samples  selected  by  the  artist  for  the  Committee’s  review.  The  Committee 
recommended  that  the  white  in  the  fabrication  sample  should  remain  as  is.  The 
Committee  discussed  the  options  for  the  grout  colors  and  asked  to  see  the  earlier  samples 
to  better  visualize  the  changes  being  discussed. 

Ms.  Lowom  deferred  her  presentation  in  order  to  retrieve  the  original  mosaic  samples. 

After  hearing  Agenda  Item  #7,  Ms.  Lowom  resumed  her  presentation  with  the  original 
mosaic  samples  that  contained  the  darker  mocha  grout  and  varying  degrees  of  white 
backgrounds.  The  Committee  concluded  to  approve  the  sample  with  the  condition  that 


the  grout  within  and  around  the  foreground  elements  be  the  darker  “mocha”  colored  grout. 
Ms.  Lowom  stated  she  would  relay  the  feedback  to  the  artist  and  if  the  artist  did  not 
agree  another  sample  would  be  brought  to  the  Committee  for  review. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

THE  FOLLOWING  MOTION  WAS  AMENDED

4.  General  Hospital  Acute  Care  Building:  Emergency  Department 

Zoe  Taleporos 
Action 

Program  Associate  Zoe  Taleporos  presented  the  artwork  designs  by  Jetro  Martinez  for  a 
curved  wall  located  at  the  entrance  to  the  Emergency  Department  at  the  new  General 
Hospital  Acute  Care  Building.  The  design  incorporates  fauna  and  flora  inspired  by 
traditional  Mexican  Amate  bark  paintings.  She  explained  that  the  focal  point  of  the 
original  proposal  had  been  a red  deer.  However,  the  panel  had  felt  the  color  red  was  not 
an  appropriate  color  selection  for  the  Emergency  Department.  The  panel  also  wished  to 
see  the  background  color  lightened.  With  that  feedback,  the  artist  re-worked  the  palette  of 
the  design  to  have  an  overall  lighter  background  and  changed  the  color  of  the  deer  to  blue. 

Ms.  Taleporos  continued  with  the  presentation  of  materials  samples,  including  an  initial 
sample  done  on  aluminum  panel.  However,  both  artist  and  Arts  Commission  staff  did  not 
feel  the  imaged  translated  well  in  aluminum.  Staff  advised  the  artist  to  explore  mosaic  as 
a medium  and  encouraged  him  to  work  with  the  fabricator  Mosaika.  She  presented  a 
mosaic  sample  fabricated  by  Mosaika  showing  the  proposed  tile  technique  and  color 
palette.  Ms.  Taleporos  added  that  the  artist  will  work  with  Mosaika  to  refine  the 
background  tile  palette  and  showed  a range  of  tile  samples  demonstrating  the  new  color 
direction. 

Commissioner  Silverman  stated  her  opinion  that  the  overall  design  had  become  too  busy 
as  a result  of  the  grout  outlines  of  the  background  tiles  that  caused  them  to  no  longer 
recede.  The  Committee  agreed  that  the  intricate  design  elements  of  flora  and  fauna  had 
become  too  interrupted  by  the  background  tiles.  They  requested  that  the  artist  explore 
smoother  options  for  the  background  that  would  help  define  the  foreground  design 
elements.  Ms.  Taleporos  stated  she  would  relay  their  feedback  to  the  artist. 


Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Project  Manager  Justine  Topfer  presented  details  regarding  the  location  and  purchase  of 
Ursula  von  Rydingvard’s  sculpture.  Ocean  Voices  III  at  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport:  Terminal  3.  She  explained  that  the  construction  plans  for  the  club 
lounge  for  United  Airlines  had  changed,  eliminating  the  originally  selected  site  location 
and  sculpture. 

The  new  site  location  is  a larger,  naturally  lit  space  and  staff  felt  the  scale  of  the  sculpture 
should  be  increased.  Ocean  Voices  ///was  selected  due  to  its’  larger  scale,  roughly  ten 
feet  tall  and  five  feet  around,  and  will  be  placed  on  a one  foot  high  platform.  The  design 
of  the  platform  will  be  determined  in  consultation  of  the  artist  and  will  not  be  as  shown  in 
the  mock-up  presented.

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  images  of  the  revised  designs  for  the  mural,  There 
Slipped  Saturn  A Perpetual  Tock  - a.k.a.  The  Saturn  Clock , 2014  by  Jovi  Schnell  at 
SOMA  West  Skatepark.  She  explained  that  the  artist  and  her  installers  have  determined 
they  are  unable  to  complete  the  final  design  as  previously  approved  and  have  requested 
the  following  changes:  The  elimination  of  the  designs  on  the  lintels  that  span  between 
columns  will  be  replaced  with  the  same  aqua-colored  background  of  the  columns;  and 
elimination  of  the  design  on  the  upper  area  of  the  second  column,  to  be  replaced  with  the 
aqua-colored  background  of  the  columns. 

Arts  Commission  staff  had  reviewed  the  changes  and  support  the  artist’s  proposed 
changes.  The  revision  still  maintains  the  original  design  on  all  six  columns,  which  are  the 
most  visible  from  the  street,  and  as  well  as  the  upper  area  of  the  column  closest  to  on  Otis, 
which  is  more  visible  than  the  upper  area  of  the  second  column. 

She  further  explained  the  columns  will  be  sealed  as  soon  as  possible  with  the  anti-graffiti 
coating.  The  coating  will  enable  Recreation  and  Parks  Department,  who  will  be 
maintaining  the  site,  to  remove  graffiti  from  the  mural  with  the  same  products  they 
already  use  to  remove  graffiti  from  other  surfaces. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  if  there  might  have  been  a way  to  better  anticipate  the  site 
difficulties.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  difficulties  arose  due  to  site  challenges  such  as 
wind,  the  rough  surface  to  be  painted,  and  that  the  stepped  base  of  the  columns  made  the 
movement  of  scaffolding  more  difficult.  All  had  lent  to  an  increase  in  the  cost,  time-line 
and  difficulty  of  the  painting  schedule.  She  concluded  by  stating  it  was  the  feeling  of  the 
staff  that  the  artist  had,  diligently  and  successfully,  completed  as  much  as  could  be  done 
within  the  given  budget  and  time-frame.  The  Committee  agreed. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Director  of  Public  Art  Trust  and  Special  Initiatives  Jill  Manton  presented  two  possible 
projects  that  would  be  funded  by  art  enrichment  funds  generated  from  the  development  of 
two  projects,  at  101  Polk  Street  and  at  100  Van  Ness,  by  the  Emerald  Fund.  She 
explained  that  in  fulfilling  the  mandated  Art  Enrichment  Ordinance,  developers  have  the 
option  to  contribute  all  or  a portion  of  their  1%  to  the  Public  Art  Trust  for  residential 
projects  in  the  C3  District.  Emerald  Fund  will  contribute  approximately  $1,000,000  of 
their  1%  to  this  project.  There  may  be  a second  Public  Art  Trust  project  on  the  Hayes 
Street  elevation  of  Van  Ness  which  may  be  managed  through  Emerald  Fund  with  the 
balance  of  their  1%. 

Emerald  Fund  would  like  the  trust  contribution  to  be  used  to  commission  an  artwork  for 
the  Polk  Street  and  west  facing  portion  of  the  Hayes  Streets  elevations  of  the  Bill  Graham 
Civic  Auditorium.  Due  to  the  historic  nature  of  the  building,  the  artwork  will  not  be  able 
adhere  to  the  fa<?ade.  However,  various  treatments  will  be  explored.  Artworks  that  will 
utilize  the  stairwells  are  of  special  interest  because  there  are  no  restrictions  due  to  their 
newer  construction. 

Ms.  Manton  has  been  consulting  with  the  Department  of  Real  Estate,  City  Planning  and 
the  staff  of  the  Historic  Preservation  Commission  to  make  certain  that  they  would 
provisionally  approve  of  the  site  for  an  art  installation  that  are  in  accordance  with  the 
guidelines  they  have  developed.  All  will  need  to  review  any  proposal  selected.

Airport:  Terminal  3 East,  Departures  area.  Ms.  Topfer  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  three  of 
the  images  had  been  previously  approved  by  the  Committee.

7.  Office  of  the  Chief  Medical  Examiner 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  project  outline  for  the  public  art  program  at  the  Office  of  the  Chief 
Medical  Examiner.  The  Office  will  be  relocating  to  a warehouse  slated  for  renovation  at  1 
Newhall  Street  in  the  India  Basin  neighborhood,  thereby  generating  Art  Enrichment  funding  for 
several  public  art  opportunities.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  new  building  will  house  approximately 
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50  employees  and  will  serve  members  of  the  public  who  come  to  the  building  with  the  main 
purpose  of  identifying  and  retrieving  belongings  of  the  deceased.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  the  goal 
of  the  public  art  program  was  to  provide  a sense  of  calm,  peace  and  tranquility  to  members  of  the 
public  who  visit  and  staff  who  work  in  the  building. 

Ms.  Chou  noted  that  three  main  art  opportunities  have  been  identified  for  this  location.  The  first 
is  a sculptural  opportunity  in  the  entryway.  The  second  is  an  integrated  artwork  on  a 10’  x 10’ 
interior  wall.  And  the  third  is  a two-dimensional  artwork  program  for  the  waiting  rooms  and 
corridors.  Ms.  Chou  gave  an  overview  of  the  selection  process,  noting  that  a Request  for 
Qualifications/Request  for  Proposals  will  be  issued  for  the  two  permanent  artworks  first,  with  the 
option  of  either  commissioning  or  purchasing  a sculpture  for  the  entryway.  Artists  for  the  two- 
dimensional  artwork  program  will  be  selected  from  the  upcoming  2014/15  Two-Dimensional 
Artwork  Registry. 

Commissioner  Chew  volunteered  to  serve  on  the  Artist  Selection  Panel  for  this  site. 
Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  project  outline  for  the  public  art  program  at  Office  of  the  Chief 
Medical  Examiner. 

Moved:  Silverman/Chew 

The  motion  was  unanimously  approved. 

8.  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  selected  artist  Mark  Brest  van  Kempen,  as  recommended  by  the 
Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center  Public  Art  Selection  Panel,  for  continuation  of  two  conceptual 
designs  for  artworks  at  the  new  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center.  Ms.  Chou  reminded  the 
Commissioners  that  three  finalists  were  chosen  by  the  Panel  and  asked  to  develop  conceptual 
proposals  for  two  different  locations  at  the  Center:  one  in  the  entryway,  and  one  in  the 
landscaped  area.  She  explained  that  the  Panel  selected  Mr.  van  Kempen  for  both  artwork 
opportunities,  but  with  some  conditions. 

Ms.  Chou  described  the  conceptual  entryway  artwork  proposal;  a sculptural  form  demonstrating 
a cross-section  of  the  geology  below  the  Center.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  while  the  panel  liked  the 
concept  of  the  artwork,  they  felt  the  scale  needed  adjustment  and  the  location  should  be  further 
considered.  Commissioner  Keehn,  who  participated  on  the  Panel,  commented  that  the  shape  and 
armature  of  the  piece  may  also  be  developed.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  she  will  work  with  the  artists 
to  further  refine  his  concept  and  produce  more  accurate  renderings  to  present  to  the  Committee. 

Ms.  Chou  described  the  conceptual  landscape  artwork  proposal;  a spiral  glass  walkway  that 
descends  into  the  pond  on  site.  She  stated  that  the  Panel,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(“PUC”),  and  Arts  Commission  staff  had  significant  concerns  about  the  feasibility  and 
maintainability  of  this  proposal.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  while  the  Arts  Commission  does  not  have 
the  resources  to  maintain  the  project,  the  PUC  has  offered  to  provide  support.  She  stated  that  the 
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artist  will  meet  with  the  PUC  and  the  design  team  to  discuss  the  artwork  and  how  it  may  be 
executed  and  maintained.  She  also  added  that  it  may  be  beneficial  for  the  artist  to  consult  with 
the  contractor  who  will  build  the  pond. 

Because  both  of  the  artist’s  proposals  have  many  unresolved  issues,  Ms.  Chou  requested 
approval  to  enter  into  contract  with  the  artist  for  additional  Conceptual  Design  only. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  selected  finalist,  Mark  Brest  van  Kempen,  as  recommended  by 
the  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center  Public  Art  Selection  Panel  to  further  develop  conceptual 
proposals  for  the  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center. 

Moved:  Chew/Silverman 

The  motion  was  unanimously  approved. 

Motion:  Motion  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  enter  into  contract  with  Mark 
Brest  van  Kempen,  as  recommended  by  the  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center  Public  Art 
Selection  Panel,  to  further  develop  conceptual  designs  for  the  entry  way  and  landscape  in  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $10,000.

9.  Masonic  Avenue  Streetscape  Improvements  Project 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  selected  artist  Scott  Oliver,  as  recommended  by  the  Masonic  Avenue 
Streetscape  Improvements  Project  Public  Art  Selection  Panel,  for  implementation  of  an  artwork 
proposal  for  the  Masonic  Avenue  Streetscape  Improvements  Project.  Ms.  Chou  described  the 
artwork  as  a series  of  four  poles  topped  with  a cluster  of  arrows  reminiscent  of  sign  posts.  Each 
arrow  contains  the  name  of  a place  and  approximate  distance  from  the  artwork  location.  Ms. 
Chou  added  that  the  places  inscribed  on  the  arrows  will  be  determined  by  a series  of  interviews 
the  artist  will  conduct  with  community  members  about  places  significant  to  their  personal  life 
story.  The  poles  will  represent  the  lives  of  four  individuals  who  are  yet  to  be  selected.  Ms.  Chou 
explained  how  the  Panel  felt  the  artwork  was  engaging  and  could  be  read  differently  over  time. 
She  noted  that  the  Panel  was  concerned  about  representing  only  four  individuals  in  the  piece,  and 
felt  each  pole  could  represent  a composite  of  people. 

Director  DeCaigny  commented  that  the  process  to  select  the  individuals  may  be  contentious. 
Commissioner  Keehn  agreed  that  the  each  pole  could  be  a composite  of  multiple  individuals.  Ms. 
Chou  stated  that  she  would  work  with  the  artist  to  further  develop  his  concept. 

The  Commissioners  expressed  concern  over  the  height  of  the  arrows  and  how  that  would  affect 
the  readability  of  the  text.  They  also  had  concerns  about  the  height  of  the  poles  and  how  they 
would  integrate  into  the  surrounding  landscape.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  artist  will  work  with  the 
project  architect  to  address  these  concerns. 
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Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  selected  artist  Scott  Oliver  as  recommended  by  the  Masonic 
Avenue  Streetscape  Improvements  Project  Public  Art  Selection  Panel  to  develop  conceptual 
proposals  for  the  Masonic  Avenue  Streetscape  Improvements  Project. 

Moved:  Silverman/Chew 

The  motion  was  unanimously  approved.

Selection  Panel  met  and  selected  artist  Michael  Arcega  and  his  conceptual  proposal  Auspicious 
Clouds  to  recommend  for  the  Broadway  Chinatown  Streetscape  Public  Art  Project.  Mr.  Davies 
stated  that  the  panel  consisted  of  Commissioner  Chew,  Martha  Ketterer,  Project  Landscape 
Architect,  Department  of  Public  Works,  Justin  Hoover,  Curator  of  Exhibitions,  Santa  Cruz 
Museum  of  Art  and  History,  Jenifer  Wofford,  artist,  and  Roy  Chan,  Senior  Planner,  Chinatown 
Community  Development  Center.

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  suggested  that  Ms.  Topfer  explore  ceramic  tile  instead  of 
porcelain  enamel  for  this  artwork  as  it  is  proven  to  be  a more  durable  material  outdoors.  Ms. 
Topfer  said  that  the  finalized  material  would  be  presented  during  the  Design  Development  Phase.

Where  were 
you  bom?  And  where  do  you  want  to  go  that  you  have  never  been?  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  artist 
plans  to  solicit  responses  from  the  public  at  the  current  plaza,  and  will  work  with  assistants  that 
speak  different  languages  to  gather  the  responses.

The  murals  are  meant  to  last  for  one  to  two  years,  after 
which  time  they  may  be  removed  easily.  Ms.  Lowom  commented  that  if  the  pilot  art  program 
were  successful,  the  PUC  would  continue  it  and  manage  it  themselves.

Jill  Manton,  George  Zisiadis,  Stefano  Corazza 
Action 

Public  Art  Trust  and  Special  Projects  Director  Jill  Manton  introduced  George  Zisiadis  and 
Stefano  Corazza  who  are  proposing  a temporary  light  installation  for  Market  Street  called 
LightRail.

Hall  scheduled  for  November  13,  2014  - February  27,  2015.  The  Point  is  a collaboration  with  and  celebration  of  the 
Bayview-Hunters  Point  community,  with  photos  featuring  the  people  who’ve  grown  up  and  lived  their  lives  in  the 
neighborhood.

5.  2015/2016  Prequalified  Artist  Pool  - Increase  to  Budget  Threshold 

Susan  Pontious 

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  requested  approval  to  increase  the  budget  threshold  from  $200,000  to  $500,000 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  201 5/2016  Prequalified  Artist  Pool.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  intention  of  the 
increase  is  to  attract  a higher  caliber  of  artists  to  the  pool,  for  projects  with  the  larger  budgets  and  tight  project 
schedules.  She  explained  that  raising  the  threshold  will  not  preclude  standard  approvals  of  project  outlines  and  artist 
selection  processes  necessary  by  the  Committee.  She  stated  that  most  projects  average  between  $100,000  and 
$250,000.  Many  capital  projects  have  a short  design  period  and  the  proposed  budget  increase  for  the  prequalified 
pool  will  allow  a more  timely  response  to  those  projects. 

The  Committee  discussed  capping  the  increase  at  a lower  dollar  amount.  Commissioner  Silverman  shared  her 
opinion  that  any  less  than  the  suggested  $500,000  would  probably  not  attract  the  quality  of  artists  being  sought.  Senior 
Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  supported  the  opinion  and  stated  that  the  increase  may  also  mitigate  application 
fatigue  for  the  qualified  artists  who  consistently  and  only  apply  for  the  Request  for  Qualifications  (“RFQr)  over  the 
current  cap.  Additionally,  President  Beltran  suggested  that  all  applicants  that  make  it  to  the  finalist  stage  of  any 
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selection  process  should  be  added  the  pool. 

Commissioner  Keehn  agreed  and  asked  when  the  RFQ  will  be  issued.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  it  be  issued  within  the 
month  and  would  run  through  December.  Commissioner  Silverman  suggested  the  application  window  time  should  be 
extended  through  January  due  to  various  art  fairs  and  the  holiday  season.  Marketing  outreach  was  discussed,  and  Ms. 
Pontious  responded  that  in  addition  to  website  and  the  Public  Art  Network  list  serv  and  that  staff  would  be  recruiting 
applications  from  artists  and  gallerists. 

Commissioners  concluded  that  the  $500,000  cap  would  be  allowed  and  that  they  would  like  to  have  a report  back  at 
the  close  of  the  call  to  evaluate  the  success  of  the  increase. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

6.  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  provided  an  update  on  the  two  artworks  by  Mark  Brest  van  Kempen  for  the  Alameda 
Creek  Watershed  Center.  She  explained  that  the  artist  met  with  the  design  team  several  times  to  discuss  integration  of 
his  artwork  with  the  design  of  the  Center.  She  explained  that  the  challenge  was  the  landscape  piece  which  consists  of 
a walkway  that  terminates  in  the  pond.  She  explained  that  one  of  the  major  challenges  was  that  the  artwork  needed  to 
be  over  twice  as  long  as  originally  proposed  in  order  to  be  compliant  with  the  slope  that  is  required  by  the  Americans 
with  Disabilities  Act  (“ADA”)  without  having  a railing. 

Ms.  Chou  then  introduced  Mr.  Brest  van  Kempen,  to  present  the  revised  design.  The  artist  presented  images  of 
the  revised  artwork  and  the  current  configuration  of  the  piece  within  the  landscape.  The  artist  stated  he  was 
pleased  with  the  result  of  the  larger  arc  and  the  integration  of  the  arc  within  the  landscape  and  the  pond.  He 
further  explained  that  at  the  end  of  the  walkway,  the  height  of  the  water  will  be  five  feet  above  the  floor,  with  the 
glass  walls  extending  an  additional  six  inches  above  the  water  line.  The  width  of  the  path  is  around  seven  to  eight 
feet  wide  to  allow  for  visitors  to  walk  comfortably  in  both  directions  along  the  path.  He  anticipates  that  the 
flooring  will  be  constructed  with  strips  of  fiberglass,  and  the  color  of  the  floor  will  likely  be  neutral. 

Ms.  Chou  also  explained  that  Aquatic  Environments,  the  pond  designers,  completed  a preliminary  feasibility 
report  of  the  artwork  to  assess  the  maintenance  of  the  artwork,  and  the  feasibility  of  constructing  the  artwork  in 
the  proposed  budget  of  $280,000.  The  report  stated  that  the  maintenance  of  the  artwork  would  not  be 
significantly  more  than  the  maintenance  of  the  pond,  especially  if  the  pond  and  the  artwork  are  designed  in 
tandem.  In  particular,  algae  growth  was  the  major  concern,  and  the  report  stated  that  an  ozone  filter,  which 
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would  have  been  recommended  for  the  pond,  could  be  installed  along  the  glass  walls  of  the  artwork  and 
efficiently  control  the  growth  of  algae  along  the  glass.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  next  step  will  be  to  get  an 
updated  budget  now  that  the  artwork  size  has  more  than  double  than  sized.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  the 
updated  prices  should  reflect  City  contracting  prices. 

The  artist  provided  an  update  on  the  second  artwork,  a sculptural  element  in  the  front  entry  plaza,  which  has 
shifted  in  location  from  the  middle  of  the  entry  plaza  to  the  northeast  side  of  the  plaza.  Commissioner  Keehn 
stated  that  she  liked  the  sculpture  in  the  middle  of  the  entryway,  and  understood  that  the  artist  was  going  to 
revise  the  images  so  that  the  artwork  would  be  rendered  at  a size  that  more  accurately  reflects  the  scale  in 
relation  to  the  building.  Mr.  Brest  van  Kempen  explained  that  one  of  the  main  reason  for  the  relocation  is  that  the 
exhibit  designers  have  now  proposed  a sandblasted  map  of  the  watershed  on  the  entry  floor.  Ms.  Chou  added 
that  the  change  in  location  allows  a space  for  visitors  to  look  at  the  sculpture  without  blocking  access  into  the 
plaza  and  that  the  new  location  also  acts  like  a beacon  to  visitors  as  they  drive  towards  the  Center.  It  was  noted 
that  if  the  cost  estimates  for  the  landscape  piece  are  higher  than  expected,  that  it  may  be  possible  to  reduce  the 
scale  of  the  entry  piece.  The  combined  budget  for  both  artworks  is  $500,000. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  One  member  of  the  public  commented  that  the  piece  should  be 
reviewed  to  ensure  it  complies  with  ADA  requirements.  Staff  responded  that  these  artworks,  and  all  artworks 
commissioned  by  the  City,  are  designed  to  be  compliant  with  ADA  requirements.

6.  Aqua  Pura,  1993,  by  Collins  and  Goto 

Susan  Pontious 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  gave  an  overview  of  the  changes  to  the  artwork  Aqua  Pura,  1 993  at  Harry  Tracy  Water  Facility.  She 
explained  the  artwork  had  been  commissioned  in  1 993  and  the  facility  for  which  it  was  originally  commissioned  has 
been  renovated.  Staff  researched  the  costs  to  upgrade  the  sound  components  of  the  installation  and  the  printed  book 
but  noted  that  the  didactics  are  now  obsolete  to  the  current  practices  of  the  facility  and  no  longer  serves  the  same 
educational  purposes  once  intended  for  that  site.  Staff  feels  to  continue  with  the  upgrades  may  not  be  the  best  use  of 
funds  for  a very  limited  audience. 

However,  the  didactics  are  still  relevant  to  the  history  and  processes  being  portrayed  in  the  photographs.  Therefore,  it 
is  the  staff  recommendation  to  preserve  the  artwork  and  to  explore  ways  to  reconfigure  the  piece  for  a broader 
audience  in  collaboration  with  the  artists  and  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (“SFPUC").  Some  ideas 
include  the  media  wall  at  525  Golden  Gate  and/or  an  educational  web  application  for  the  SFPUC's  website. 

While  options  are  being  explored,  the  artworks  components  will  be  archived  and  the  photographs  will  be  rehung  at  the 
Harry  Tracy  Water  Facility  once  they  are  archived. 


Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 
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Motion:  Motion  to  disassemble  Aqua  Pura,  1993,  with  permission  of  the  artist  team,  Collins  and  Goto,  as  currently 
installed  due  to  the  obsolescence  of  sound  equipment  and  didactics  obsolete  to  the  current  practices  of  the  facility. 
The  original  artwork  (Accession  ID  1993.2.2a-mmm)  consists  of  65  framed  photographs  with  accompanying  didactic 
recordings,  installed  along  a wall.  All  of  the  artworks  components  will  be  archived  pending  its  possible  reconfiguration. 
The  framed  photographs  remain  hung  at  the  Harry  Tracy  Water  Facility  (formerly  the  San  Andreas  Water  Treatment 
Facility).

7.  Central  Subway:  Construction  Barricades 

Zoe  Taleporos 
Action 

Program  Associate  Zoe  Taleporos  presented  the  Conceptual  Design  Phase  deliverables  (rendering)  by  Maria  Park  for 
the  Central  Subway:  Construction  Barricade  Temporary  Public  Art  Project  for  Chinatown  Station.  Using  several 
photographs  of  the  sky  and  clouds  as  source  imagery,  the  artist  will  render  the  images  in  a graphic  style  using  a 
reverse  painting  technique  on  plexi-glass.  The  paintings  will  be  scanned  then  printed  on  vinyl  and  installed  on  the 
barricades  in  a linear  order. 

The  Committee  inquired  what  the  project  budget  totaled  and  if  the  work  had  been  titled.  Ms.  Taleporos  stated  that 
there  is  a $25,000  total  budget,  with  $1 5,000  allotted  as  the  design  fee.  The  artwork  has  not  been  titled  yet.  The  Final 
Design  will  be  presented  to  the  Committee  in  December,  2014  and  is  anticipated  to  be  installed  in  January,  2015.

Project  Manager  Justine  Topfer  presented  conceptual  proposals  for  the  201 5 Art  on  Market  Street  Kiosk  Poster 
Series  by  the  artists  Andrea  Bergen  and  Kelly  Inouye.  The  artists  were  asked  to  portray  their  response  to  the  2015 
centennial  of  City  Hall.  Andrea  Bergen’s  proposed  series,  Party  Animals,  is  in  keeping  with  her  practice  which  is  based 
upon  quirky  fantastical  collages.  Kelly  Inouye’s  series,  Iconic  City  Hall,  will  portray  the  sites  in  and  around  City  Hall  that 
have  been  featured  in  popular  films  over  the  years. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Public  Art  Project.  The  sky  pattern,  will  be  made  of  a blue  toned  Lithocrete  (grey  aggregate  with  blue  glass);  the 
central  sun  pattern  will  be  made  of  sand  blasted  concrete;  and  the  waves  will  be  made  of  individually  poured 
integral-color  with  alternating  dark  grey  and  light  grey  concrete  bands.  She  noted  that  the  installers  of  the  materials  will 
be  T.B.  Penick  and  Sons,  Inc. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

10.  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  Terminal  3 - Louisiana  Bendolph 

Justine  Topfer

Ms.  Topfer  presented  the  conceptual  design  for  an  artwork  by  Louisiana  Bendolph  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport,  Terminal  3,  Boarding  Gate  71 A and  B.  The  artwork  is  based  on  a color  intaglio  print,  New  Generation,  by 
Bendolph  and  will  be  reproduced  onto  ceramic  tile  by  Magnolia  Editions.  The  process  entails  a high-resolution  digital 
scan  and  then  a layering  process  of  both  digital  printing  and  ceramic  glazes  onto  6 inch  by  6 inch  tiles.  The  tiles  will  be 
adhered  to  panels  and  installed  onto  the  wall,  with  a completed  image  size  of  9 feet  by  17  feet,  1 inch  deep. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  Conceptual  Design  Phase  deliverables  (artwork  rendering)  by  Louisiana  Bendolph  for 
artwork  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  Terminal  3.

Ms.  Topfer  provided  an  overview  of  the  four  selected  finalists  for  the  Glen  Canyon  Park  Recreation  Center  Public  Art 
Project.  She  also  reviewed  the  site  plans,  stating  that  the  area  where  the  sculpture  will  be  installed  will  be  redesigned 
by  the  landscape  architect  to  suit  the  requirements  of  the  artwork.  She  stated  that  she  is  pleased  with  the  results  of 
the  panel’s  selections.  All  of  the  finalists  have  diverse  practices:  Charles  Sowers,  Po  Shu  Wang,  Cameron 
Hockenson  and  Jenny  Heishman.

12.  Office  of  the  Chief  Medical  Examiner 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  an  overview  of  the  selected  finalists  for  the  artwork  opportunities  at  the  Office  of  the  Chief 
Medical  Examiner.  She  reminded  the  Committee  of  the  two  opportunities  at  the  site.  The  first  includes  a sculpture  for 
the  front  entryway  with  a budget  of  $210,000  and  the  second  opportunity  is  to  include  a two-dimensional  integrated 
artwork  on  the  inside  wall  of  the  glass  entryway  with  a budget  of  $75,000.  The  four  selected  finalists  for  the  sculpture 
opportunity  are:  Po  Shu  Wang,  Richard  Deutsch,  Linda  Fleming  and  Roger  Berry.  The  four  selected  finalists  for  the 
integrated  opportunity  are:  Stephen  Galloway,  Merle  Axelrad,  Suzy  Barnard,  and  Ann  Gardner. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  four  selected  finalists  for  the  sculpture  opportunity:  Po  Shu  Wang,  Richard  Deutsch, 
Linda  Fleming  and  Roger  Berry;  and  the  four  selected  finalists  for  the  integrated  opportunity,  Stephen  Galloway,  Merle 
Axelrad,  Suzy  Barnard,  and  Ann  Gardner  for  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Medical  Examiner  Public  Art  Program.

The  motion  was  unanimously  approved. 

13.  Bay  view  Gateway 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  revised  Public  Art  Project  Outline  for  the  Bayview  Gateway.  The  artwork  will  have  a sculptural 
presence  on  both  sides  of  the  intersection  at  Third  Street  and  Cargo  Way.  The  artwork  is  intended  to  represent  entry 
into  the  Bayview  neighborhood.  She  reminded  the  Committee  that  an  approval  of  artwork  by  Cliff  Garten  had  been 
rejected  with  an  earlier  motion.  Both  the  selection  panel  and  community  stakeholders  had  felt  there  should  have  been 
more  local  artists  selected  and  that  the  three  proposals  hadn’t  successfully  responded  to  the  local  community  and 
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site. 

Ms.  Chou  stated  that  she  has  since  worked  with  the  Port  to  refine  the  goals  in  the  new  project  outline  to  state 
that  the  artwork  must  be  inspired  by  and  respond  specifically  to  the  site  and/or  the  Bayview  community.  She 
noted  that  the  new  project  budget  had  been  reduced  by  $20,000  from  $445,000  to  $425,000  due  to  the  cost  of 
holding  an  additional  selection  process.  The  next  step  in  the  selection  process  will  be  to  review  all  submittals  to 
the  RFQ  and  evaluate  them  based  on  the  refined  goals  of  the  project. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment. 

The  President  of  the  Bayview  Historical  Society,  Dan  Dodt,  said  he  and  the  community  look  forward  to  reviewing 
the  project.  Commissioner  Keehn  questioned  why  staff  would  use  the  same  pool  of  applicants  if  presumably  the 
best  of  artists  were  selected  the  first  time  around.  Both  President  Beltran  and  Ms.  Chou  clarified  that  the 
applicants  will  be  reviewed  with  a revised  set  of  criteria,  which  includes  artists  who  create  works  that  specifically 
respond  to  the  site  and/or  the  local  community,  artists  who  work  with  the  local  community  in  the  development  or 
their  artwork,  or  artists  who  have  experience  working  with  the  Bayview  community  on  a public  art  project.  The 
community’s  desire  is  for  the  selected  artwork  to  include  a visual  or  conceptual  narrative  to  serve  as  a gateway 
to  their  community,  in  addition  to  formal  aesthetics. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  revised  Public  Art  Project  Outline  for  the  Bayview  Gateway.

The  motion  was  unanimously  approved. 

14.  Red  Fish  by  William  Wareham 

Jill  Manton,  Dan  Dodt,  President  Bayview  Historical  Society 
Action 

Director  of  Public  Art  Trust  and  Special  Initiatives  Jill  Manton  introduced  Dan  Dodt  the  President  of  the  Bayview 
Historical  Society.  Mr.  Dodt  presented  relocations  plans  for  the  sculpture  Red  Fish,  2006  by  William  Wareham  in 
Mendell  Plaza,  located  in  the  Bayview  neighborhood.  The  project  is  both  a public  and  private  effort  with  the  support  of 
Department  of  Public  Works  (“DPW”),  Port,  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  and  the  Bayview 
Historical  Society. 

He  continued  with  a brief  history  and  restoration  plans  for  the  artwork.  The  artwork  had  been  originally  commissioned 
for  the  gateway  at  Third  and  Cargo  streets.  He  noted  there  is  strong  community  support  for  the  relocation  of  the 
artwork  at  Mendell  Plaza  but  there  had  been  concerns  with  some  merchants  in  the  plaza  and  that  the  proposed 
locations  were  in  consideration  of  the  merchants’  input. 

Mr  Dodt  stated  that  the  Bayview  Historical  Society  is  committed  to  the  long-term  protection  and  eventual  removal  of 
the  artwork  from  Mendell  Plaza.  There  will  be  an  escrow  account  for  this  purpose,  with  an  additional  $7,000  in 
restricted  maintenance  funds  to  be  held  by  the  fiscal  agent,  The  Bayview  Multi-Purpose  Senior  Services  Center 

The  Committee  discussed  their  concerns  with  staff  that  the  funds  allotted  for  maintenance  and  vandalism  may  not  be 
sufficient  for  that  amount  of  time. 
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The  Committee  and  staff  discussed  their  concerns  that  $7,000  in  maintenance  funds  may  not  be  sufficient  and  that 
the  duration  of  the  exhibit  may  be  too  long.  It  was  decided  to  amend  the  motion  to  decrease  the  exhibit  duration  and 
that  the  artwork  would  be  removed  earlier  if  maintenance  funds  were  depleted. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  Commissioner  Program  Officer  Tyra  Fennell  introduced  herself  as  a 
Bayview  resident  and  stated  her  safety  concerns  and  questioned  the  placement  of  the  artwork  in  Mendell  Plaza. 

THE  FOLLOWING  MOTION  WAS  AMENDED. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  temporary  display  of  the  sculpture  Red  Fish,  by  William  Wareham  (formerly  placed  at 
3rd  Street  and  Cargo  Way)  in  Mendell  Plaza  at  the  corner  of  Third  Avenue  and  Oakdale  for  a period  up  to  five  years, 
depending  on  evaluation  by  the  community  and  the  ability  to  maintain  the  artwork.  The  installation  will  take  place 
pending  its  conservation  and  necessary  permits  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  The  project  is  being 
sponsored  by  the  Bayview  Historical  Society. 

Moved:  Chew/Silverman 

The  motion  was  unanimously  approved. 

15.  Fire  Station  #5 

Marcus  Davies 
Action 

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  presented  the  project  outline  for  Fire  Station  #5,  located  at  the  Southwest  corner  of 
Turk  and  Webster  streets.  It  was  determined  that  the  best-suited  locations  for  artwork  are  the  lower  wall  of  the  north 
fagade  of  the  building’s  northeast  corner  and  the  central  tower’s  north  fagade.  The  three  finalists  selected  by  the  first 
artist  selection  panel  will  be  invited  to  design  their  proposals  for  either  of  the  two  locations,  or  may  choose  to  address 
both. 

Commissioner  Keehn  suggested  that  a two  dimensional  work  may  look  like  and  architectural  embellishment  rather 
than  an  artwork  and  it  would  be  her  preference  for  something  extend  off  the  wall.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  the  small  project 
budget  of  $90,000  may  limit  anything  too  sculptural.  However,  relief  and  three  dimensional  proposals  may  be 
considered  if  costs  include  installation. 

Mr.  Davies  stated  that  short  list  of  artists  will  be  selected  from  the  2013/14  Prequalified  Artist  Pool  and  the  2013/14 
Two-Dimensional  Artwork  Registry  or  from  the  201 5/1 6 Prequalified  Artist  Pool  if  the  first  selection  panel  is  scheduled 
after  December  31, 2014.  The  project  has  a limited  time  line  with  final  installation  planned  for  August,  2016. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  Project  Outline  for  Fire  Station  #5.

4.  Civic  Art  Collection 

Susan  Pontious  and  Allison  Cummings 
Discussion 

Director  Susan  Pontious  discussed  the  policies  of  loan  program  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection 
(“CAC”).  She  stated  that  the  loan  program  has  been  on  moratorium  while  the  recent  inventory  of 
the  CAC  was  being  completed.  However,  in  conjunction  with  the  inventory  project,  loan 
agreements  had  been  reissued  to  borrowing  agencies  that  already  house  many  of  the  portable 
collection  of  artworks,  while  other  artworks  had  been  removed  and  returned  to  collections 
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storage.  With  the  inventory  project  completed,  it  is  the  time  to  evaluate  the  mission  and  purpose 
of  the  loan  program  and  to  codify  the  borrowing  process  and  protocols. 

Ms.  Pontious  continued  to  explain,  with  the  assistance  of  Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings, 
that  the  administration  of  the  loan  program  equals  roughly  20  percent  of  a full  time  employee's 
staff  time.  She  explained  the  estimated  hours  include  keeping  the  loan  agreements  up  to  date, 
reviewing  new  requests  and  monitoring  maintenance  needs. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  how  the  updated  loan  policy  would  be  distributed  to  City 
departments.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  it  would  become  part  of  the  updated  Civic  Art  Collection 
Policies  and  Guidelines,  which  will  be  ready  for  review  by  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  (“VAC”) 
in  early  January.  Then  it  would  be  issued  to  agencies  as  part  of  the  new  loan  agreements. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  how  other  work  will  continue  on  the  Civic  Art  Collection,  such  as 
deaccessions  and  maintenance  priorities.  Ms.  Cummings  replied  that  the  methodology  for 
prioritizing  deaccessions  would  be  to  first  address  works  that  have  been  incorrectly  assigned 
accession  numbers  and  works  that  are  no  longer  extant.  After  working  though  this  backlog  staff 
will  return  to  the  VAC  later  in  2015  for  next  steps.  Regarding  maintenance  priorities,  Ms. 
Cummings  explained  that  the  main  source  of  conservation  funds  are  provided  by  Capital 
Improvement  (“CIP”)  which  must  be  used  for  works  in  the  built  environment  - like  Coit  Tower 
and  monuments  - and  not  the  portable  collection.  She  will  report  back  to  the  Commission  in 
January  with  budgeting  plans  for  conservation  of  the  collection  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  Richard  Rothman  stated  that  he  supports  the 
loan  program  and  shared  his  opinion  that  the  CAC  serves  a better  purpose  hanging  in  public 
offices,  rather  than  in  storage. 

5.  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  the  revised  conceptual  designs  for  two  artworks  by  Mark 
Brest  van  Kempen  for  the  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center.  She  stated  the  new  designs  were 
presented  at  the  most  recent  Civic  Design  Review  Committee. 

The  updated  design  of  the  walkway  will  be  integrated  into  the  landscape  and  curve  parallel  along 
the  creek,  until  it  enters  and  ultimately  terminates  in  the  pond.  Commissioner  Keehn  noted  that  she 
was  part  of  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee  and  she  felt  the  walkway’s  design  had  less  impact  now 
that  it  was  separated  from  the  creek.  She  stated  her  opinion  that  it  would  be  nice,  in  addition  to  the  view 
into  the  pond,  if  there  could  also  be  a direct  view  into  the  length  of  the  creek  water. 


Ms.  Chou  explained  that  because  of  the  way  the  creek  is  currently  engineered  this  would  be  challenging. 
She  stated  she  would  relay  this  suggestion  to  the  artist  and  architects  but  due  to  budgetary  concerns  and 
project  time  constraints,  staff  recommended  focusing  on  the  fabrication  and  installation  of  the 
artwork  as  currently  designed.  Ms.  Pontious  agreed.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  she  anticipates 
getting  engineering  and  material  cost  estimates  by  early  January. 

President  Beltran  offered  her  opinion  that  a possible  solution  may  be  decrease  the  land  mass  between 
the  creek  and  walkway  so  that  the  walkway  could  be  as  close  to  the  stream  as  possible,  without 
having  to  re-engineer  the  creek. 

Ms.  Chou  presented  design  revisions  for  the  second  artwork  proposed  by  the  artist  for  the 
entryway  sculpture.  Revisions  included:  shifting  the  sculpture  placement  to  the  right  of  the  entry 
plaza;  the  form  of  the  sculpture  has  changed  to  a triangular  shape  that  seems  more  integrated 
with  the  surrounding  architecture;  and  the  height  of  the  sculptures  has  increased  to  17  feet  tall, 
which  is  one  foot  higher  than  canopy  of  the  building  entry.  Ms.  Chou  also  noted  that  the 
sculpture’s  design  has  been  revised  to  having  two  supporting  poles,  but  it  may  require  a third 
pole.  Commissioners  agreed  that  the  new  placement  was  satisfactory,  but  noted  concerns 
regarding  the  engineering  and  cost  for  creating  a 17  foot  deep  void.  Ms.  Chou  and 
Commissioners  agreed  that  the  depth  of  the  void  bcould  be  lessened  should  it  need  to  be 
reconsidered  to  meet  feasibility  concerns.  Either  way,  the  artwork  will  be  structurally  engineered 
and  reviewed. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  revised  conceptual  designs  for  two  artworks  by  Mark  Brest  van 
Kempen  for  the  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center.

6.  Public  Safety  Building 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  photographs  of  the  completed  artworks  Spiral  of  Gratitude,  2014  by  Shimon 
Attie  and  the  First  Responder  Plaza,  2014  by  Paul  Kos  at  the  new  Public  Safety  Building,  at  the 
comer  of  Third  Street  and  Mission  Rock.  She  announced  that  Spiral  of  Gratitude  had  been 


dedicated  the  evening  before  with  an  event  hosted  by  Bay  Area  Law  Enforcement  Assistance 
Fund  (“BALEAF”). 

Director  DeCaigny  arrived. 

Commissioners  requested  that  they  be  invited  to  all  of  the  upcoming  events  and  openings  of  Art 
Enrichment  projects.  Director  DeCaigny  stated  he  would  make  sure  to  do  so.  Ms.  Chou  stated 
there  will  be  opening  events  in  January  and  February,  2015  when  construction  is  complete  and 
the  building  is  open  to  the  public. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  artwork  titled  Spiral  of  Gratitude , 2014  by  Shimon  Attie  (aka 
Scott  Attie,  Attie  Art  Projects)  with  Vale  Bruck,  as  installed  in  the  lobby  of  the  Public  Safety 
Building.

7.  Central  Subway  - Chinatown 

Mary  Chou 
Discussion 

Ms.  Chou  presented  revised  conceptual  designs  for  Tomie  Arai’s  artwork,  Gate/Way  (working 
title)  for  the  Chinatown  Central  Subway  Station  for  discussion  among  the  Committee.  She  gave 
an  overview  of  all  three  locations;  along  three  sides  of  the  parapet  on  the  headhouse;  and  both 
end  walls  on  the  platform  level.  The  working  title  Gate/Way  is  a double  reference  as  an  entry 
way  to  the  subway  station  and  gateway  to  Chinatown,  and  the  site  of  Chinatown  as  an  historic 
gateway  to  America. 

Ms.  Chou  went  on  to  describe  the  montage  of  imagery  used  and  stated  that  for  the  headhouse 
artwork,  it  is  the  artist’s  intent  to  not  only  look  into  the  past  but  to  have  the  progression  of 
images  viewed  from  past  to  the  future.  She  explained  that  she  presented  the  conceptual  design  to 
members  of  the  community,  and  the  comments  included  more  flow  between  the  images  on  the 
parapet,  and  a request  for  more  contemporary  images  to  represent  a “looking  forward,  not 
backwards”. 


Ms.  Pontious  asked  that  the  artist  be  mindful  of  scale,  detail  and  legibility  both  on  the  platform 


level  and  the  parapet.  She  noted  that  some  of  the  images  used  in  the  platform  level,  at  30  feet 
high  may  not  be  legible.  President  Beltran  also  suggested  that  some  of  the  images  on  the  parapet 
level  should  be  more  integrated  in  order  to  lessen  the  visual,  vertical  demarcations  between. the 
images.  Commissioner  Chew  agreed  with  comments  from  the  community  regarding  more 
contemporary  imagery  on  the  headhouse. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

8.  North  Beach  Branch  Library 

Mary  Chou 
Discussion 

Ms.  Chou  provided  an  update  on  sound  adjustments  that  have  been  made  to  Bill  Fontana’s 
artwork  Sonic  Dreamscape  at  the  North  Beach  Branch  Library  due  to  complaints  from  library 
users  regarding  the  level  of  sound  inside  of  the  library.  The  speakers  located  in  the  soffit  of  the 
building’s  exterior  roof  line  are  above  windows  that  are  mostly  left  open  during  the  library’s 
operating  hours.  The  sound  of  the  artwork  is  then  audible  and  had  been  disturbing  the  reading 
rooms’  visitors.  Mr.  Fontana  has  since  reduced  the  sound  levels  of  the  speakers.  Notice  of  these 
adjustments  were  described  and  posted  as  a flyer  at  the  library. 

There  have  not  been  any  further  complaints  or  public  comments  since  the  sound  adjustments. 
Directory  DeCaigny  asked  if  a specific  neighbor  who  had  commented  about  the  sound  level  had 
been  notified  of  the  changes.  Ms.  Chou  she  would  follow-up. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

9.  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  Terminal  3 

Justine  Topfer 
Action 

Justine  Topfer  announced  the  contract  revisions  for  the  artwork,  New  Generation , by  Louisiana 
Bendolph  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  Terminal  3.  The  artwork  will  be  contracted  for 
with  Paulson  Bott  Press,  the  artist’s  representative  rather  than  the  artist  herself.  Bendolph’s  fee 
will  be  paid  as  a reimbursable  expense  through  the  Paul  Bott  Press  contract. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  rescind  RESOLUTION  NO.  0908-14-220,  (Motion  to  authorize  the  Director 
of  Cultural  Affairs  to  enter  into  contract  with  Paulson  Bott  Press  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed

10.  New  Business,  Old  Business,  and  Announcements 

Discussion 

Ms.  Pontious  announced  that  there  is  a need  to  hire  a consultant  or  consulting  team  for  a cost 
modeling  assessment  for  the  long  term  conservation  costs  of  the  CAC.  There  is  a Request  for 
Qualifications  (“RFQ”)  currently  posted,  for  which  she  has  received  three  proposals  thus  far. 

Director  DeCaigny  interjected,  to  further  describe  the  needs  of  the  project.  He  stated  that  is  the 
desire  to  not  only  identify  the  classifications  of  the  CAC  but  to  also  demonstrate  and  project 
what  the  long  term  capital  needs  will  be  for  the  care  of  the  CAC.  He  stated  it  will  not  only  take 
someone  with  an  arts  conservation  perspective  but  someone  with  public  financing  knowledge  as 
well.  He  and  Ms.  Pontious  have  been  speaking  with  Capital  Planning  to  ensure  that  they  are 
recruiting  for  the  right  team  to  ensure  the  proper  equation  is  met.  The  goal  is  to  have  ten  year 
projection  plan.  He  reminded  the  committee  that  the  Arts  Commission  received  the  largest 
allocation  of  $478,000  from  Capital  Planning  for  fiscal  year  FY2014-15  with  a clear  cost 
modeling  plan,  the  Arts  Commission  will  be  able  to  continue  to  provide  a better  projection  of 
maintenance  funds  needed,  aside  from  Art  Enrichment  Funds  as  per  the  Administrative  Code. 

Director  DeCaigny  stated  that  this  plan  is  groundbreaking  for  the  field  and  will  be  used  as  a 
model  for  other  municipal  collections  and  colleagues. 

President  Beltran  left  at  4 p.m. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 
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11.  Adjournment

The  SFAC  did 
not  hold  a public  hearing  on  this. 

I have  no  interest  in  the  Street  Artist  program  and  suggest  that  it  has  become  a money  making 
operation  with  little  regard  for  the  individual  Artist  who  makes  the  items  he/she  sells.  I do  not

The  meeting  commenced  at  3 p.m. 

2.  Public  Comment 

Discussion 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment. 
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Richard  Rothman  stated  he  would  speak  about  Coit  Tower  and  Mothers  Building.  The  Coit 
Tower  second  floor  murals  are  completed  and  worth  seeing  however,  he  shared  his  concern 
regarding  damage  to  murals  on  the  first  floor  by  the  entrance  line  to  the  elevator.  He  suggests 
that  the  Arts  Commission  work  closely  with  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  (“RPD”)  and 
insist  they  consider  moving  the  entrance  line  outside  the  building. 

Second,  he  announced  that  RPD  received  a grant  of  over  $ 1 00,000  from  the  Historic 
Preservation  Fund  for  the  restoration  of  the  Mothers  Building  at  the  San  Francisco  Zoo.  The  first 
step  will  be  for  RPD  to  perform  an  assessment  which  will  be  completed  by  spring  2015.  He 
asked  the  Commissioners  to  check  for  more  information  on  his  Facebook  page  “Save  the 
Mother's  Building  at  the  Zoo”,  and  hopes  the  public  will  become  involved. 

Paula  Datesh  stated  she  had  been  harassed  John  Tunui,  a street  artist  and  the  manager  of  the 
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Justin  Herman  Plaza.  She  said  she  has  been  to  Full  Commission  meetings  numerous  times  to 
complain  about  Mr.  Tunui  and  has  expressed  her  concerns  that  it  is  dangerous  to  her  health.  She 
stated  that  he  has  been  jumping  out  and  blowing  kisses  at  her  in  the  Financial  District  at  the 
comer  of  Montgomery  and  Post  Streets.  She  stated  she  had  been  to  Civil  Court  that  morning  in 
the  presence  of  Judge  Dorfman  and  claims  Mr.  Tunui  lied  under  oath.  She  stated  he  is  neither 
employed  by  the  Arts  Commission,  nor  is  he  a civil  servant,  but  that  she  seems  to  be  his  target. 
Furthermore,  he  has  no  authority  to  take  photos  or  inspect  or  harass  her.  Per  Judge  Dorfam  she  is 
asking  that  he  stop.

4.  Civic  Art  Collection 

Susan  Pontious  and  Allison  Cummings 
Discussion 

Director  Susan  Pontious  discussed  the  policies  of  loan  program  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection 
(“CAC”).  She  stated  that  the  loan  program  has  been  on  moratorium  while  the  recent  inventory  of 
the  CAC  was  being  completed.  However,  in  conjunction  with  the  inventory  project,  loan 
agreements  had  been  reissued  to  borrowing  agencies  that  already  house  many  of  the  portable 
collection  of  artworks,  while  other  artworks  had  been  removed  and  returned  to  collections 
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storage.  With  the  inventory  project  completed,  it  is  the  time  to  evaluate  the  mission  and  purpose 
of  the  loan  program  and  to  codify  the  borrowing  process  and  protocols. 

Ms.  Pontious  continued  to  explain,  with  the  assistance  of  Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings, 
that  the  administration  of  the  loan  program  equals  roughly  20  percent  of  a full  time  employee’s 
staff  time.  She  explained  the  estimated  hours  include  keeping  the  loan  agreements  up  to  date, 
reviewing  new  requests  and  monitoring  maintenance  needs. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  how  the  updated  loan  policy  would  be  distributed  to  City 
departments.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  it  would  become  part  of  the  updated  Civic  Art  Collection 
Policies  and  Guidelines,  which  will  be  ready  for  review  by  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  (“VAC”) 
in  early  January.  Then  it  would  be  issued  to  agencies  as  part  of  the  new  loan  agreements. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  how  other  work  will  continue  on  the  Civic  Art  Collection,  such  as 
deaccessions  and  maintenance  priorities.  Ms.  Cummings  replied  that  the  methodology  for 
prioritizing  deaccessions  would  be  to  first  address  works  that  have  been  incorrectly  assigned 
accession  numbers  and  works  that  are  no  longer  extant.  After  working  though  this  backlog  staff 
will  return  to  the  VAC  later  in  2015  for  next  steps.  Regarding  maintenance  priorities,  Ms. 
Cummings  explained  that  the  main  source  of  conservation  funds  are  provided  by  Capital 
Improvement  (“CIP”)  which  must  be  used  for  works  in  the  built  environment  - like  Coit  Tower 
and  monuments  - and  not  the  portable  collection.  She  will  report  back  to  the  Commission  in 
January  with  budgeting  plans  for  conservation  of  the  collection  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  Richard  Rothman  stated  that  he  supports  the 
loan  program  and  shared  his  opinion  that  the  CAC  serves  a better  purpose  hanging  in  public 
offices,  rather  than  in  storage. 

5.  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  the  revised  conceptual  designs  for  two  artworks  by  Mark 
Brest  van  Kempen  for  the  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center.  She  stated  the  new  designs  were 
presented  at  the  most  recent  Civic  Design  Review  Committee. 

The  updated  design  of  the  walkway  will  be  integrated  into  the  landscape  and  curve  parallel  along 
the  creek,  until  it  enters  and  ultimately  terminates  in  the  pond.  Commissioner  Keehn  noted  that  she 
was  part  of  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee  and  she  felt  the  walkway’s  design  had  less  impact  now 
that  it  was  separated  from  the  creek.  She  stated  her  opinion  that  it  would  be  nice,  in  addition  to  the  view 
into  the  pond,  if  there  could  also  be  a direct  view  into  the  length  of  the  creek  water. 
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Ms.  Chou  explained  that  because  of  the  way  the  creek  is  currently  engineered  this  would  be  challenging. 
She  stated  she  would  relay  this  suggestion  to  the  artist  and  architects  but  due  to  budgetary  concerns  and 
project  time  constraints,  staff  recommended  focusing  on  the  fabrication  and  installation  of  the 
artwork  as  currently  designed.  Ms.  Pontious  agreed.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  she  anticipates 
getting  engineering  and  material  cost  estimates  by  early  January. 

President  Beltran  offered  her  opinion  that  a possible  solution  may  be  decrease  the  land  mass  between 
the  creek  and  walkway  so  that  the  walkway  could  be  as  close  to  the  stream  as  possible,  without 
having  to  re-engineer  the  creek. 

Ms.  Chou  presented  design  revisions  for  the  second  artwork  proposed  by  the  artist  for  the 
entryway  sculpture.  Revisions  included:  shifting  the  sculpture  placement  to  the  right  of  the  entry 
plaza;  the  form  of  the  sculpture  has  changed  to  a triangular  shape  that  seems  more  integrated 
with  the  surrounding  architecture;  and  the  height  of  the  sculptures  has  increased  to  17  feet  tall, 
which  is  one  foot  higher  than  canopy  of  the  building  entry.  Ms.  Chou  also  noted  that  the 
sculpture’s  design  has  been  revised  to  having  two  supporting  poles,  but  it  may  require  a third 
pole.  Commissioners  agreed  that  the  new  placement  was  satisfactory,  but  noted  concerns 
regarding  the  engineering  and  cost  for  creating  a 17  foot  deep  void.  Ms.  Chou  and 
Commissioners  agreed  that  the  depth  of  the  void  bcould  be  lessened  should  it  need  to  be 
reconsidered  to  meet  feasibility  concerns.  Either  way,  the  artwork  will  be  structurally  engineered 
and  reviewed. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Kempen  for  the  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center.

6.  Public  Safety  Building 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  photographs  of  the  completed  artworks  Spiral  of  Gratitude , 2014  by  Shimon 
Attie  and  the  First  Responder  Plaza,  2014  by  Paul  Kos  at  the  new  Public  Safety  Building,  at  the 
comer  of  Third  Street  and  Mission  Rock.  She  announced  that  Spiral  of  Gratitude  had  been 
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dedicated  the  evening  before  with  an  event  hosted  by  Bay  Area  Law  Enforcement  Assistance 
Fund  (“BALEAF”). 

Director  DeCaigny  arrived. 

Commissioners  requested  that  they  be  invited  to  all  of  the  upcoming  events  and  openings  of  Art 
Enrichment  projects.  Director  DeCaigny  stated  he  would  make  sure  to  do  so.  Ms.  Chou  stated 
there  will  be  opening  events  in  January  and  February,  2015  when  construction  is  complete  and 
the  building  is  open  to  the  public. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  artwork  titled  Spiral  of  Gratitude,  2014  by  Shimon  Attie  (aka 
Scott  Attie,  Attie  Art  Projects)  with  Vale  Bruck,  as  installed  in  the  lobby  of  the  Public  Safety

7.  Central  Subway  - Chinatown 

Mary  Chou 
Discussion 

Ms.  Chou  presented  revised  conceptual  designs  for  Tomie  Arai’s  artwork,  Gate/Way  (working 
title)  for  the  Chinatown  Central  Subway  Station  for  discussion  among  the  Committee.  She  gave 
an  overview  of  all  three  locations;  along  three  sides  of  the  parapet  on  the  headhouse;  and  both 
end  walls  on  the  platform  level.  The  working  title  Gate/Way  is  a double  reference  as  an  entry 
way  to  the  subway  station  and  gateway  to  Chinatown,  and  the  site  of  Chinatown  as  an  historic 
gateway  to  America. 

Ms.  Chou  went  on  to  describe  the  montage  of  imagery  used  and  stated  that  for  the  headhouse 
artwork,  it  is  the  artist’s  intent  to  not  only  look  into  the  past  but  to  have  the  progression  of 
images  viewed  from  past  to  the  future.  She  explained  that  she  presented  the  conceptual  design  to 
members  of  the  community,  and  the  comments  included  more  flow  between  the  images  on  the 
parapet,  and  a request  for  more  contemporary  images  to  represent  a “looking  forward,  not 
backwards”. 

Ms.  Pontious  asked  that  the  artist  be  mindful  of  scale,  detail  and  legibility  both  on  the  platform 
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level  and  the  parapet.  She  noted  that  some  of  the  images  used  in  the  platform  level,  at  30  feet 
high  may  not  be  legible.  President  Beltran  also  suggested  that  some  of  the  images  on  the  parapet 
level  should  be  more  integrated  in  order  to  lessen  the  visual,  vertical  demarcations  between  the 
images.  Commissioner  Chew  agreed  with  comments  from  the  community  regarding  more 
contemporary  imagery  on  the  headhouse. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

8.  North  Beach  Branch  Library 

Mary  Chou 
Discussion 

Ms.  Chou  provided  an  update  on  sound  adjustments  that  have  been  made  to  Bill  Fontana’s 
artwork  Sonic  Dreamscape  at  the  North  Beach  Branch  Library  due  to  complaints  from  library 
users  regarding  the  level  of  sound  inside  of  the  library.  The  speakers  located  in  the  soffit  of  the 
building’s  exterior  roof  line  are  above  windows  that  are  mostly  left  open  during  the  library’s 
operating  hours.  The  sound  of  the  artwork  is  then  audible  and  had  been  disturbing  the  reading 
rooms’  visitors.  Mr.  Fontana  has  since  reduced  the  sound  levels  of  the  speakers.  Notice  of  these 
adjustments  were  described  and  posted  as  a flyer  at  the  library. 

There  have  not  been  any  further  complaints  or  public  comments  since  the  sound  adjustments. 
Directory  DeCaigny  asked  if  a specific  neighbor  who  had  commented  about  the  sound  level  had 
been  notified  of  the  changes.  Ms.  Chou  she  would  follow-up. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

9.  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  Terminal  3 

Justine  Topfer 
Action 

Justine  Topfer  announced  the  contract  revisions  for  the  artwork,  New  Generation , by  Louisiana 
Bendolph  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  Terminal  3.  The  artwork  will  be  contracted  for 
with  Paulson  Bolt  Press,  the  artist’s  representative  rather  than  the  artist  herself.  Bendolph’ s fee 
will  be  paid  as  a reimbursable  expense  through  the  Paul  Bott  Press  contract. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

10.  New  Business,  Old  Business,  and  Announcements 

Discussion 

Ms.  Pontious  announced  that  there  is  a need  to  hire  a consultant  or  consulting  team  for  a cost 
modeling  assessment  for  the  long  term  conservation  costs  of  the  CAC.  There  is  a Request  for 
Qualifications  (“RFQ”)  currently  posted,  for  which  she  has  received  three  proposals  thus  far. 

Director  DeCaigny  interjected,  to  further  describe  the  needs  of  the  project.  He  stated  that  is  the 
desire  to  not  only  identify  the  classifications  of  the  CAC  but  to  also  demonstrate  and  project 
what  the  long  term  capital  needs  will  be  for  the  care  of  the  CAC.  He  stated  it  will  not  only  take 
someone  with  an  arts  conservation  perspective  but  someone  with  public  financing  knowledge  as 
well:  He  and  Ms.  Pontious  have  been  speaking  with  Capital  Planning  to  ensure  that  they  are 
recruiting  for  the  right  team  to  ensure  the  proper  equation  is  met.  The  goal  is  to  have  ten  year 
projection  plan.  He  reminded  the  committee  that  the  Arts  Commission  received  the  largest 
allocation  of  $478,000  from  Capital  Planning  for  fiscal  year  FY2014-15  with  a clear  cost 
modeling  plan,  the  Arts  Commission  will  be  able  to  continue  to  provide  a better  projection  of 
maintenance  funds  needed,  aside  from  Art  Enrichment  Funds  as  per  the  Administrative  Code. 

Director  DeCaigny  stated  that  this  plan  is  groundbreaking  for  the  field  and  will  be  used  as  a 
model  for  other  municipal  collections  and  colleagues. 

President  Beltran  left  at  4 p.m. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 
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11.  Adjournment

Ms.  Pontious  gave  an  overview  of  the  template  language  unique  to  the  artist  contracts.  She 
explained  the  artist  contract  combines  the  City’s  personal  services  contract  template  with 
additional  sections  specifically  crafted  to  cover  the  visual  arts  and  the  construction  aspect  of 
most  public  art  projects.  She  stated  that  the  state’s  recent  change  in  the  legal  definition  of  what 
constitutes  a “public  work”  impacts  public  art  projects  because  most  projects  now  would  be 
classified  as  “public  works”  under  the  new  expanded  definition.  Requirements  for  public  works 
that  will  impact  our  projects  include: 

• Requirement  to  pay  prevailing  wage;  contractors  must  verify  they  are  paying  prevailing 
wage  by  recording  payroll  on  online  reporting  system. 

• A public  work  must  be  installed  by  a licensed  general  contractor.  A licensed  contractor 
may  only  supervise  the  work  of  other  contractors.  An  unlicensed  individual  or  contractor 
may  not  supervise  the  work  of  a licensed  contractor. 

• A public  work  over  $25,000  is  required  to  have  performance  and  labor  and  materials 
bonding. 

Discussion  and  overview  continued  with  items  specific  to  the  contract  template  including 
required  compliance  with  14B  of  the  Administrative  Code  for  Local  Business  Enterprise 
(“LBE”)  goals;  the  waiver  of  artist  rights  pertaining  to  California  Art  Preservation  Act

Director  of  Public  Art  Trust  and  Special  Initiatives  Jill  Manton  and  Tomas  McCabe  the 
Executive  Director  of  The  Black  Rock  Arts  Foundation  presented  artwork  designs  by  David  Best 
for  the  Ten  Year  Anniversary  Project  for  Patricia’s  Green.

Development  Impact  Funds.  Burning  Man  Arts  will  raise  the  balance  of  funds  needed  for  the 
project  and  will  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Arts  Commission  to  implement  the  project. 

The  Committee  asked  what  would  happen  if  the  remaining  funds  are  not  raised.  McCabe 
clarified  that  the  budget  had  actually  been  reduced  and  that  Burning  Man  Arts  will  need  to  raise 
an  additional  $20,000  and  is  confident  that  they  would  be  able  to  do  so.  The  budget  is  structured 
as  such  to  allot  for  all  stages  of  the  project,  including  de-installation.

As  the 
sun  moves  across  the  sky,  the  bum  will  become  a line;  preserving  a record  of  sunshine 
periodically  broken  by  fog  or  cloudy  skies,  a kind  of  sculptural  data-logger  that  creates  an 
archive  that  will  help  the  viewer  consider  the  interaction  of  sun,  weather  and  site.

A licensed  contractor 
may  only  supervise  the  work  of  other  contractors.  An  unlicensed  individual  or  contractor 
may  not  supervise  the  work  of  a licensed  contractor. 

• A public  work  over  $25,000  is  required  to  have  performance  and  labor  and  materials 
bonding.

Sowers, 
inspired  by  1 9th  century  meteorological  instruments,  proposes  Solar  Totems , a sculpture 
composed  of  three,  old  growth  redwood  logs;  each  30  inch  diameter  by  9 foot.  The  logs  would 
be  installed  upright  in  a triad  arrangement  on  the  open,  south-facing  plaza  in  front  of  the 
recreation  center.  A solar  powered  heliograph  mechanism  with  a spherical  lens  mounted  on  one 
of  the  logs  and  the  sun’s  rays  will  be  focused  by  the  lens  to  lightly  bum  into  the  wood.  As  the 
sun  moves  across  the  sky,  the  bum  will  become  a line;  preserving  a record  of  sunshine 
periodically  broken  by  fog  or  cloudy  skies,  a kind  of  sculptural  data-logger  that  creates  an 
archive  that  will  help  the  viewer  consider  the  interaction  of  sun,  weather  and  site. 

Ms.  Topfer  also  noted  the  Committee  and  staff  had  noted  some  long-term  maintenance  concerns, 
such  as  graffiti.  It  may  be  necessary  to  consider  the  artwork  as  a long-term  temporary 
installation.  Staff  will  work  with  the  artist  and  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  develop 
strategies  to  best  maintain  the  sculptures.

Ms.  Chou  added  that  if 
it  is  not  possible  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the  project  to  stay  within  budget,  the  landscape  artwork 
may  be  cancelled  with  the  recommendation  to  proceed  with  just  the  entryway  piece.  Ms.  Chou 
said  she  would  explore  all  options  and  return  to  the  Committee  with  a project  update  at  a later 
time.

3.  Bill  Graham  Civic  Auditorium  Public  Art  Project 

Jill  Manton 
Action 

Jill  Manton  presented  an  overview  of  the  selected  finalists  for  the  Bill  Graham  Civic  Auditorium 
Public  Art  Project  and  the  results  of  the  selection  panel  summary.  She  noted  that  the  project  will 


be  the  first  project  of  the  Public  Art  Trust.  The  following  artists  were  selected:  James  Carpenter, 
Ned  Kahn  and  Joseph  Kosuth.  There  will  be  an  orientation  held  in  early  May  for  the  finalists, 
after  which,  one  artist  will  be  selected  as  the  finalist  to  create  one  proposal.  It  was  noted  that  all 
of  the  finalists  have  had  previous  successful  examples  of  work  that  kept  historical  and  buildings 
and  facades  intact. 

Beltran  noted  that  artworks  by  Ned  Kahn  and  James  Carpenter  are  already  in  the  collection.

Galleries  Director  Meg  Shiffler  presented  the  work  of  the  Bay  Area  artist  Jeremy  Fish  the 
proposed  artist  for  a Centennial  exhibition  at  City  Hall.  Jeremy  Fish  will  produce  roughly  100 
original  illustrations  featuring  San  Francisco  landmarks  in  his  signature  style.  Ms.  Shiffler  stated 
she  is  concurrently  working  to  obtain  City  Hall  approval  so  that  prior,  Fish  produce  the  artworks 
while  onsite  as  the  San  Francisco  City  Hall  Centennial  Artist  in  Residence. 

She  also  stated  that  Mr.  Fish’s  work  may  be  eventually  be  available  for  sale  through  Upper 
Playground,  or  that  some  of  the  products  created  may  eventually  become  available  for  sale  when 
the  new  galleries  space  when  it  opens  at  the  Veteran’s  War  Memorial  later  this  year.  Ms.  Shiffler 
hopes  that  the  artist  will  draw  a younger  audience  to  City  Hall.

5.  Office  of  Chief  Medical  Examiner 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

A.  Exterior  Artwork 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  the  artist  Richard  Deutsch’s  conceptual  proposal  for  an 
exterior  artwork  at  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Medical  Examiner  (“OCME”),  as  recommended  by 
the  Office  of  the  Chief  Medical  Examiner  Selection  Panel.  The  proposal  is  for  a large  abstract 
stainless  steel  sculpture  with  shapes  referencing  sails  of  a boat.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  the 
architectural  firm  was  also  pleased  with  the  selection. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  Paula  Datesh  commented  that  the  artwork 
didn’t  relate  to  the  environment  or  activity  of  the  building  and  that  both  artworks  being 
commissioned  for  the  building  should  relate  to  each  other.  She  stated  something  that  references  a 
bird,  such  as  a heron,  should  be  considered. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  selected  artist  Richard  Deutsch  and  his  conceptual  proposal  for 
an  exterior  artwork  at  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Medical  Examiner,  as  recommended  by  the  Office 
of  the  Chief  Medical  Examiner  Selection  Panel.

B.  Interior  Artwork 

Ms.  Chou  presented  artist  Ann  Gardner’s  conceptual  proposal  for  an  interior  artwork  at  the 
OCME.  She  explained  that  while  the  panel  recommended  her  proposal,  the  client  had  serious 
concerns  with  the  proposal.  She  introduced  Medical  Examiner  Administrator  Christopher 
Wirowek  to  explain  staffs  concerns  to  the  Committee.  He  stated  that  he  and  staff  feel  the  glass 
tiles  may  psychologically  reference  broken  glass  from  a motor  vehicle  accident  and  the 
juxtaposition  between  the  blue  and  yellow  panels  not  only  representing  night  and  day,  but 
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heaven  and  hell  and  religious  connotations.  He  stated  that  although  he  though  her  work  was 
beautiful,  the  OCME  was  not  the  appropriate  place  for  the  work.  He  requested  that  the  other 
proposals  be  reconsidered  for  the  interior  space. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  Public  Comment.  Paula  Datesh  stated  that  she  also  agreed  Ann 
Gardner’s  piece  was  inappropriate  for  the  location. 

No  action  was  taken.  The  Committee  requested  that  the  Selection  Panel  reconvene  and 
reconsider  the  proposal  appropriateness  to  the  site.  Ms.  Chou  will  report  back  at  a later  date 

6.  Revised  Civic  Art  Collection  Guidelines 

Susan  Pontious,  Civic  Art  Collection  and  Public  Art  Program  Director 
Action 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  completed  draft  revision  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection  Guidelines. 

Most  notably,  the  revisions  reflect  the  incorporation  of  recent  changes  to  Section  3.19  of  the 
Administrative  Code  regarding  Art  Enrichment.  The  draft  also  incorporates  the  Public  Art  Trust. 
Additionally,  revisions  were  made  to  the  selection  process  to  bring  into  alignment  with  City 
contracting  procedures.  Loan  policies  were  also  added  to  the  guidelines.  Finally,  some 
reorganization  and  streamlining  of  the  document. 

Director  Tom  DeCaigny  noted  the  moratorium  on  the  gift  policy  still  stands  although  exceptions 
can  be  made  by  the  Commission  through  resolution. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  Comment.  Richard  Rothman  suggested  that  a 
memorandum  be  added  to  the  guidelines  to  bring  the  care  and  maintenance  of  WPA  murals 
located  in  properties  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  (“SFUSD”). 

Director  DeCaigny  explained  that  SFUSD  has  its  own  capital  allocation  and  governing  body  and 
the  artworks  do  not  fall  under  the  charter  mandate  for  care  by  the  Arts  Commission.  However, 
the  Arts  Commission  strives  to  be  helpful  partners  and  have  historically  acted  as  stewards  of  the 
artworks.  Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  further  explained  there  have  been  exceptions,  such 
as  the  murals  at  George  Washington  High  School  . However,  as  a function  of  the  recent 
inventory  project,  it  was  found  that  the  murals  have  accession  numbers  but  legal  clarification  is 
still  being  researched  to  establish  clear  provenance.  It  is  unclear  if  the  works  had  been  at  one 
time  been  gifted  and  accepted  into  the  CAC  by  SFUSD. 

Director  DeCaigny  further  explained  that  it  may  be  possible  for  SFUSD  to  enter  into  a 
memorandum  of  understanding  with  the  Arts  Commission  and  provide  funding  for  staff  to  care 
for  the  artworks.

Ms.  Pontious  explained  she  had  originally  assigned  budgets  to  specific  sites  in  the  proposed 
program  outline  for  an  art  program  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport:  Temporary  Boarding 
Area  B.  However,  she  had  received  news  that  site  opportunities  have  changed  and  are  still  being 
determined  by  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

Commissioner  Sklar  suggested  that  the  temporary  artworks  being  commissioned  should  be 
considered  for  relocation  once  the  temporary  terminal  is  disassembled. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

9.  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  discussed  the  landscape  artwork  by  Mark  Brest  van  Kempen  for  the 
Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center.  She  reminded  the  Committee  that  the  cost  estimates 
previously  presented  indicated  that  the  project  would  cost  over  three  times  the  allocated  artwork 
budget  for  both  the  entryway  and  landscape  artworks.  The  artist  was  asked  to  explore  significant 
alterations  to  his  design  to  see  if  it  would  be  possible  to  stay  within  the  allotted  artwork  budget. 
The  artist  proposed  several  changes,  which  included  shortening  the  ramp  by  30  feet  and 
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decreasing  the  width  from  8 to  6 feet.  The  walls  leading  down  the  ramp  would  change  from  glass 
to  concrete,  with  the  exception  of  the  last  6 feet  that  would  remain  glass.  These  changes  would 
bring  the  budget  to  $500,000,  which  is  still  twice  the  amount  of  the  original  budget.  Staffs 
recommendation  is  to  cancel  the  project  because  the  aesthetics  of  the  work  have  been 
compromised  with  the  proposed  changes.  They  are  not  confident  that  even  with  the  changes  that 
the  work  can  be  executed  within  the  budget  and  there  is  no  additional  funding  available. 

President  Beltran  asked  if  it  would  be  possible  to  salvage  the  opportunity  and  to  ask  Mr.  Brest 
van  Kempen  for  a new  proposal  for  the  landscape.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  artist  is  still 
working  on  a commission  at  the  entry  to  the  building,  and  it  was  the  PUC’s  original  desire  to 
have  the  art  fund  more  than  one  artist.  Ms.  Pontious  asked  Commissioners  if  there  was  a 
preference  to  either  continue  working  with  Mr.  Brest  van  Kempen  on  the  landscape  proposal,  or 
to  consider  a new  group  of  artists  from  the  2015/2016  Prequalified  Pool.  Commissioners  did  not 
express  a particular  preference.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  staff  will  consult  with  the  PUC  to 
determine  how  best  to  proceed  with  the  funds  for  the  landscape  piece. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  reject  revised  conceptual  design  and  budget  for  the  landscape  artwork  by 
Mark  Brest  van  Kempen  for  the  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center  and  cancel  project.

10.  Central  Subway:  Chinatown  Station 

Mary  Chou 
Discussion 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  revised  conceptual  designs  for  Tomie  Arai’s  artwork  for  the  Chinatown 
Central  Subway  Station.  The  feedback  from  representatives  from  the  Chinatown  Community 
Development  Center  and  the  Chinese  Culture  Center  is  that  the  artwork  does  not  feel 
contemporary  and  that  the  overall  design  was  historical  in  reference  and  perhaps  too  narrative. 
There  was  consensus  among  the  Committee  and  staff  that  the  visual  treatment  of  numerous 
elements  were  distracting  and  advised  to  simplify  the  design  and  palette.  Ms.  Chou  stated  she 
would  relay  that  advice  to  the  artist. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

11.  Central  Subway:  Fourth  and  Brannan 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  revised  budget  for  Moto  Ohtake's  artwork  for  Central  Subway  at  Fourth 
and  Brannan,  a pole  mounted  steel  kinetic  sculpture.  She  stated  the  original  contract  had  been 
based  on  conceptual  design  but  there  have  been  increases  to  costs  due  to  the  following  reasons: 
additional  engineering  costs  that  included  more  design  work  than  anticipated  increase  in  the 
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grade  of  steel  increased  from  304  to  316,  and  the  requirement  to  source  materials  in  the  United 
States  which  is  a condition  of  funding  for  all  federally  funded  projects. 

Commissioner  Sklar  stepped  out. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  increase  Moto  Ohtake's  not-to-exceed  contract  amount  by  $85,000  from 
$125,000  to  $210,000  for  Central  Subway:  Fourth  and  Brannan.

Program  Associate  Zoe  Taleporos  presented  the  Conceptual  Design  Phase  deliverables,  an 
illustrated  figurative  rendering,  by  Jason  Jagel  for  the  Central  Subway:  Construction  Barricade 
Temporary  Public  Art  Project  for  Yerba  Buena/Moscone  Station.  The  barricades  will  be  installed 
in  June,  2015  and  on  display  for  one  year.

13.  Central  Subway:  Yerba  Buena/Moscone  Station  - Ticketing  Hall  Wall 

Jennifer  Loworn 
Action 

Senior  Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  presented  the  Design  Development  Phase  deliverables 
by  Leslie  Shows  for  the  Central  Subway:  Yerba  Buena/Moscone  Station  - Ticketing  Hall  Wall. 

Deliverables  included  glass  samples  and  architectural  drawings  of  the  proposed  attachment 
system.  She  noted  that  the  artist  typically  works  with  multiple  materials  including  plexiglass, 
mylar,  paint,  mica,  crushed  glass,  mud,  ink,  sand,  and  engraved  aluminum.  The  artist’s  proposal 
imagery  is  based  on  a photographic  image  of  iron  pyrite  captured  by  a flatbed  scanner  that  will 
be  reconstructed  in  mirrored,  painted,  engraved  and  textured  glass,  and  sheet  metal.  The  glass 
samples  were  made  using  a variety  of  fabrication  approaches,  trying  to  replicate  the  artist’s 
signature  abstracted  style  with  three-dimensional  layering  of  color,  mirror  and  glass,  fused

pieces,  as  well  as  polished  stainless  steel  backgrounds.  The  artist  has  developed  a plan  to 
segment  the  main  glass  imagery  into  smaller  sections  whose  shapes  coincide  with  smaller  parts 
of  the  composition.  This  will  result  in  an  assembly  of  multiple  irregular  shaped  panels  making  up 
the  full  composition.  Ms.  Lovvom  will  bring  further  developed  fabrication  samples  for  review  as 
part  of  the  Construction  Document  Phase  approval  process. 

The  Committee  noted  that  dust  and  dirt  may  be  a concern  on  some  of  the  textured  pieces.  Ms. 
Lovvom  stated  that  she  will  relay  these  concerns  to  the  artist  and  ask  her  to  explore  alternate 
fabrication  approaches.  She  added  that  there  will  be  a maintenance  budget  for  periodic,  routine 
cleaning  of  the  work. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Merle  Axelrad’s  fabric  collages  provide  a sense  of  calm,  peace  and  tranquil- 
ity to  public  and  staff.  One  is  drawn  from  a place  that  focuses  on  death  to  a 
place  that  is  all  about  life. 

The  salt  marshes  of  India  Basin,  just  beyond  this  building,  are  among  the 
most  productive  ecosystems  on  earth,  alive  and  active,  brimming  with  life. 
Eleven  million  birds  travel  the  Pacific  Flyway.  Seventy  percent  visit  the 
Bay’s  salt  marshes.  It’s  a life-affirming  cycle  of  migration. 

Transitioning  from  ocean  to  land,  salt  marshes  ebb  and  flow  with  the  tide. 
Grasses,  birds  and  sky  reflect  in  the  shallow  waters.  This  building  echoes 
that  changing  environment  - a place  of  transitions  and  reflections.

BACKGROUND 

Balboa  Pool  is  located  at  511  Havelock  St.  at  San  Jose,  adjacent  to  over  1 million  square 
feet  of  recreation,  including  multiple  fields  for  soccer  and  baseball,  tennis  and  basketball 
courts,  a children's  play  area,  and  a skateboard  park.  The  Balboa  Pool  Improvements, 
funded  from  the  2012  Clean  and  Safe  Neighborhood  Parks  Bond,  include  renovation  of  the 
pool  and  pool  building,  with  the  addition  of  a community  room.  The  project  goals  are  to 
create  a vibrant  aquatic  center  with  upgraded  pool  and  mechanical  systems,  and  a center 
that  is  accessible  and  seismically  safe. 

ART  OPPORTUNITY 

The  art  opportunity  is  an  artwork  that  will  be  installed  in  the  interior  of  the  pool  building  on 
an  existing  concrete  wall  at  the  south  end  of  the  pool.  The  space,  elevated  approximately  9 
feet  above  ground  level,  is  13  feet  high  by  37  feet  wide.

Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  artist  originally  proposed  gabion  to 
hold  the  materials  in  the  sculpture  in  place,  but  has  now  changed  this  to  glass.  In  doing  so,  the 
artist  may  fill  the  structure  with  a greater  variety  of  materials.  Ms.  Chou  also  explained  that 
instead  of  showing  a direct  representation  of  what  is  underground,  the  artist  plans  to  represent  the 
earth  at  different  elevations  along  the  watershed.  She  explained  that  the  height  of  the  sculpture  is 
anticipated  to  be  15’  above  ground  level,  but  will  not  be  finalized  until  it  is  engineered.  She 
pointed  out  that  the  trapezoidal  form  will  be  supported  by  three  poles  and  that  the  sculpture  will 
be  lit  from  underneath. 

Commissioner  Keehn  stated  the  design  of  the  support  poles  did  not  seem  resolved.  The 
Commissioners  stated  that  they  would  like  to  see  the  final  design  of  the  support  poles  and 
engineering  of  the  glass  before  approving  final  design.

The  artist  was  using  the 
diptych  format  so  she  could  use  a specific  type  of  Plexi  glass  material  for  the  framing  case.  This 
particular  brand  provides  a quality  of  UV  resistance  and  clarity,  but  is  limited  in  size  availability. 
Ms.  Chou  stated  that  in  response  to  the  Panel,  that  other  types  of  framing  materials  will  be 
researched  so  that  the  artwork  may  be  executed  as  a single  piece.

3.  Motion  to  retroactively  approve  and  accept  into  the  Civic  Art  Collection  the  artwork 
Bird II,  1995,  by  Rupert  Garcia.  The  work  measures  35-1/2  inches  high  by  46-1/2 
inches  long,  and  consists  of  chalk  pastel  on  paper.  The  artwork  is  an  original  but 
unrealized  proposal  for  the  ceramic  tile  mural  titled  Bird  Technology  that  was 
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commissioned  for  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  and  accepted  into  the  Civic 
Art  Collection  in  2000  (SFAC  Accession  No.  2000.16). 

4.  Motion  to  retroactively  approve  and  accept  into  the  Civic  Art  Collection  the  artwork 
Roots  and  Veins,  2006,  by  Johanna  Poethig  and  Julio  Cesar  Morales.  The  installation 
consists  of  12  sand-blasted  glass  panels  in  the  building  entry  featuring  a branch 
design  and  text  from  Juvenile  Hall  Youth;  eight  painted  soffits  and  low-relief  sculpted 
plaster  composed  of  poetry  and  delicate  plant-forms  surrounding  the  doorways  in 
each  of  the  eight  dayrooms;  and  seven  Plexiglas  light  boxes  with  silkscreened 
illustrations  in  the  multi-purpose  room.  The  artwork  was  commissioned  (Resolution 
No. 0305-0 1-094)  for  and  is  on  permanent  display  at  the  San  Francisco  Juvenile 
Justice  Center. 

5.  Motion  to  approve  the  artwork  titled  Spiral  of  Gratitude,  2014  by  Shimon  Attie  (aka 
Scott  Attie,  Attie  Art  Projects)  with  Vale  Bruck,  as  installed  in  the  lobby  of  the  Public 
Safety  Building  at  Third  and  Mission  Rock  streets.  The  artwork  consists  of  a 16-1/2 
ft.  long  by  1 0 ft.  diameter  glass  cylinder  suspended  from  a skylight  and  the  cylinder  is 
inscribed  with  a ceramic  fritted  poem  by  Vale  Bruck.

7.  Daggett  Park 

Marcus  Davies 
Action 

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  presented  design  developments  for  a sculpture  by  Adriane 
Colburn  for  Daggett  Park,  located  on  16th  Street  at  7th  Street.  He  reminded  the  Committee  that 
the  original  proposal  was  three  free-standing,  two-dimensional  renderings  of  bears  in  water-jet 
cut  stainless  steel.  The  artist  has  since  revised  her  design  to  include  an  image  of  one  larger  bear 
form  comprised  of  five  individual  elements  made  of  water-jet  cut  stainless  steel.  The  design 
work  within  the  forms  that  make  up  the  bear  references  flora  and  fauna  native  to  the  Mission  Bay 
area.  The  artwork  will  also  include  bronze  line  work  embedded  in  the  ground  plane  that  takes  its 
shapes  from  early  mapping  of  Mission  Creek  and  Mission  Bay’s  shoreline. 

Mr.  Davies  added  that  the  artist  had  created  a proposal  that  could  be  enjoyed  from  a number  of 
vantage  points,  including  the  residential  units  surrounding  the  park  and  its  sculpture  plaza.  He 


Jhen  played  the  artist’s  animation  of  shadows  cast  by  the  sculpture  throughout  the  year,  adding 
that  this  shadow  casting  was  carefully  considered  by  Ms.  Colburn.  Mr.  Davies  also  noted  that 
reclaimed  granite  curbing,  provided  by  the  SF  Department  of  Public  works,  will  be  used  in  the 
landscaping  around  the  artwork.  Final  design  will  be  reviewed  for  ADA  requirements  and  all 
entrapment  hazards  will  be  eliminated  before  Final  Design  phase  deliverables  are  brought  back 
to  the  Committee. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

8.  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou,  gave  a project  update  and  presented  a newly  proposed  location  for 
the  sculpture  by  Mark  Brest  van  Kempen  for  the  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center.  The  location 
of  the  sculpture  was  originally  intended  for  the  entryway  to  the  building.  However,  since  the 
larger  landscape  project  had  been  cancelled  (due  to  unfeasible  budget  increases  due  to  technical 
and  engineering  needs)  the  architects  have  proposed  to  relocate  the  entryway  piece  into  the 
landscape  at  a secondary  garden  entrance. 

Ms.  Chou  explained  that  although  the  concept  of  the  artwork  has  remained  the  same,  design 
changes  are  still  being  considered.  Changes  may  include  the  shape  and  connection  of  the 
sculpture’s  supporting  stands  as  well  as  using  gabion  to  contain  the  central  core  of  the  artwork. 

The  staff  and  Committee  approved  of  the  newly  proposed  location  but  agreed  that  the  design  will 
need  to  be  reviewed  before  final  approval. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

9.  Central  Subway 
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A.  Chinatown 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  revised  conceptual  designs  for  Tomie  Arai’s  artwork  for  the 
Chinatown  Central  Subway  Station.  She  reminded  the  Committee  that  they  and  the 
community  had  reviewed  and  agreed  that  the  overall  design  for  the  head  house  had  been  too 
dense  with  photographic  imagery.  The  artist  reviewed  the  feedback  and  reduced  the  number 
of  elements  and  simplified  the  palette  which  resulted  in  a more  open,  flowing  and  narrative 
design.  Both  the  Committee  and  staff  agreed  that  the  new  design  presented  was  successful. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  Conceptual  Design  for  Tomie  Arai’s  artwork  for  the  Chinatown 
Central  Subway  Station.

B.  Union  Square/Market  Street  Station  Concourse 

Jennifer  Loworn 
Action 

Senior  Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  presented  the  Construction  Document  Phase 
deliverables  by  Erwin  Redl  (dba  Paramedia  LLC)  for  the  Central  Subway  Union 
Square/Market  Street  Station  Concourse. 

The  Committee  reviewed  an  artwork  installation  mock-up  and  animation  for  the  proposed 
LED  lighting  sequence  for  the  artwork.  The  Committee  felt  the  mock-up  did  not  sufficiently 
represent  the  user  experience.  They  expressed  concerns  that  neither  the  correct  perspective 
of  the  LED  light  panels  nor  the  ambient  light  levels  had  been  accurately  portrayed.  Ms. 
Loworn  stated  that  the  lighting  sequence  and  levels  would  be  adjusted  in-situ  and  that  she 
was  seeking  approval  of  the  pattern  concept.  However,  the  Committee  decided  they  needed 
more  complete  representation  of  how  the  design  pattern  would  be  experienced. 

Ms.  Loworn  stated  she  would  relay  the  feedback  to  the  artist  and  come  back  to  the 
Committee  at  a later  date  with  a revised  mock-up  and  animation. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  Karla  Jones  expressed  concerns  about  the  long 
term  maintenance  and  associate  costs  required  on  this  project  and  questioned  if  the  artwork  will 
be  considered  passe  in  five  to  ten  years’  time.

10.  Van  Ness  Avenue  Bus  Rapid  Transit  - Jorge  Pardo 

Justine  Topfer 
Action 

Ms.  Topfer  presented  Jorge  Pardo’s  conceptual  design  for  the  Van  Ness  Bus  Rapid  Transit. 
(“VN-BRT”)  The  design  included  three  large  scale  sculptural  lighting  structures,  typical  of  his 
practice.  Each  would  consist  of  3 layers:  core  lamps,  interior  color  steel  elements,  and  an  exterior 
layer  of  corten  steel 

Ms.  Topfer  stated  that  although  the  layered  approach  is  appealing  there  are  concerns  from  both 
staff  and  the  VN-BRT  team  regarding  aesthetics  and  maintenance.  Aesthetically,  Corten  steel 
may  be  too  heavy  of  a choice,  obscuring  too  much  of  the  interior  elements  and  not  in 
consideration  of  the  architectural  station  designs.  Various  maintenance  concerns  were  also  cited 
including  their  cleaning,  accessibility  to  lights  and  vandalism  abatement.  Staff  had  suggested  that 
concerns  be  relayed  to  the  artist  and  to  work  with  Pardo  through  the  design  development  phase  to 
refine  the  exterior  elements  and  ADA  compliance. 

The  Committee  further  commented  that  the  artworks  weren’t  appropriate  for  Van  Ness  Avenue, 
given  that  it  is  a prominent  Beaux  Arts  thoroughfare  and  historic  district.  The  Committee 
questioned  Pardo’s  choice  of  Corten  steel,  and  requested  that  Pardo  consider  the  multitude  of 
user  experiences:  as  a pedestrian,  BRT  user,  vehicular  driver  and  surrounding  office  views  - all 
offer  various  vantage  points.  The  Committee  concurred  with  all  of  the  staff  concerns  and 
ultimately  felt  that  there  were  too  many  to  move  on  to  the  design  development  phase. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

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11.  Ocean  Ave  Public  Plaza:  Historical  Photography  Project  - Wowhaus 
Justine  Topfer 

Action 

Ms.  Topfer  presented  Wowhaus’ s final  designs  for  the  Ocean  Ave  Public  Plaza  Historical 
Photography  Project.  She  reminded  that  in  addition  to  Kelly  Ording’s  project  for  Unity  Plaza, 
Wowhaus  has  created  a tableau  of  historic  photographs  which  will  be  printed  on  porcelain 
enamel  tiles  and  installed  in  the  risers  of  a connector  stair  case.  Wowhaus  sourced  the  images 
directly  from  community  members  and  the  library  archives  and  provide  cultural  and  historical 
references  to  the  neighborhood. 

Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  plywood  backing  for  the  tiles,  as  shown  in  the  plans,  should  be 
reconsidered  and  that  backer  board  should  be  considered.  Ms.  Topfer  stated  that  plans  had  been 
reviewed  and  approved  by  Department  of  Public  Works.  She  also  noted  that  City  College  will  be 
responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  work  and  that  it  won’t  be  entering  the  Civic  Art 
Collection. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  Final  Design  Phase  deliverables  by  Wowhaus  for  the  Ocean 
Avenue  Public  Plaza:  Historical  Photography  Project.

12.  San  Francisco  International  Airport  -Temporary  Boarding  Area  B 

Susan  Pontious,  Justine  Topfer 
Action 

Ms.  Topfer  presented  a proposed  program  outline  for  an  art  program  at  Temporary  Boarding 
Area  B at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  (“SFO”).  She  reminded  the  Committee  that 
Terminal  1 will  undergo  a complete  remodel,  during  which  time  the  temporary  Boarding  Area  B 
will  be  in  place.  The  project  outline  highlights  seven  project  opportunities:  a large  scale  mural  by 
the  check-in  gate;  artist  designed  seating  in  the  “recompose”  area;  a vinyl  installation  in  a 
connector  corridor;  video  screening  in  a peephole  format;  sculpture  purchase  for  a childrens’ 
area;  paintings  purchase;  and  aluminum  panel  images  in  the  baggage  area.  The  majority  of  the 
projects  opportunities  will  be  able  to  be  relocated  after  the  project  is  complete. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

13.  SFAC  Galleries  Strategic  Plan  Alignment 

Meg  Shiffler 
Discussion 

SFAC  Galleries  Director  Meg  Shiffler  made  a detailed  presentation  of  the  progress  of  the  SFAC 
Galleries  efforts  towards  programmatic  alignment  with  the  Arts  Commission’s  strategic  plan. 
The  presentation  included  details  of  achievements  and  aggregated  facts  of  the  Galleries  history. 
Ms.  Shiffler  also  shared  a schedule  of  upcoming  programs  including,  but  not  limited  to  a 
veterans-themed  exhibition,  the  return  of  the  artist-curated  Chain  Reaction,  a mid-career  survey 
for  local  mi-career  artists,  juried  opportunities  and  efforts  to  expand  publicly  accessible  events. 

At  the  completion  of  the  presentation,  the  following  questions  were  posed  back  to  the 
Committee:  Do  you  see  a clear  alignment  of  the  program  with  the  agency  strategic  plan?  Are 
there  gaps  or  additional  strategies  that  could  advance  the  goals  of  the  SFAC?  How  would 
Commissioners  like  to  be  engaged  in  further  strategic  development  and  planning  processes?  She 
asked  that  the  Commissioners  be  in  dialogue  with  her  regarding  their  thoughts  and  looked 
forward  to  their  responses.  The  Committee  thanked  Ms.  Shiffler  for  the  thorough  presentation 
and  looked  forward  to  future  conversations. 

The  Committee  discussed  future  programming  ideas. 

President  Beltran  suggested  providing  space  to  displaced  arts  organization.  She  also  suggested 
that  the  Chain  Reaction  exhibition  include  artists  who  have  received  individual  artist  grants. 

Director  DeCaigny  mentioned  the  possibility  of  a juried  exhibition  opportunity  for  individual 
artist  grantees;  however  Commissioner  Keehn  disagreed  and  stated  she  is  not  in  favor  of  juried 
exhibitions.  Director  DeCaigny  said  that  the  SFAC  Galleries  serves  as  outward  face  of  the  Arts 
commission  and  that  the  new  space  will  also  serve  as  a meeting  space.  The  arts  community  will 
have  access  through  curated  and  juried  opportunities. 

Commissioner  Silverman  is  enthusiastic  about  the  2017  Sister  Cities  exhibition  and  offered  to 
connect  the  SFAC  Galleries  with  Silverlens  Galleries  in  Manila.  She  further  stated  that  Bay  Area 
connections  will  be  key  to  promotion  of  such  projects.  She  also  offered  an  introduction  to 
Important  Projects  Gallery.  Commissioner  Beltran  mentioned  that  the  Galleries  be  in  touch  with 
Asian  Pacific  Islander  Cultural  Center  in  regards  to  the  Manila  Sister  City  project. 

Commissioner  Sklar  suggested  that  the  SFAC  Galleries  should  think  about  developing 
relationships  with  the  commercial  galleries  in  the  hope  of  cross  promotional  opportunities. 

Commissioner  Silverman  left  at  4:58  p.m. 
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Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  Karla  Jones  asked  when  the  building  was  set  to 
open  and  what  the  anticipated  operating  hours  will  be.  Director  DeCaigny  replied  that  the 
building  will  open  in  January  2016  and  that  new  operating  hours  are  being  considered.  However, 
the  actual  operating  hours  are  yet  determined.  Once  fiscal  resources  are  identified  the  future 
activation  of  the  space  will  be  considered  in  coordination  with  Herbst  Theater. 

14.  New  Business,  Old  Business,  and  Announcements 

Discussion 

Stephen  Worsley,  founder  of  Coit  Tower  Depression  Preservationists,  expressed  his  displeasure 
of  the  management  of  Coit  Tower,  stating  that  25  percent  of  Coit  is  under-utilized  and  that  Coit 
Tower  should  be  donated  back  to  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco. 

President  Beltran  encourages  staff  to  visit  the  various  Master  of  Fine  Arts  Graduate  exhibitions 
on  display  in  the  Bay  Area.  She  also  noted  the  success  of  the  recent  art  fair,  Art  Market  San 
Francisco  2015.

1 . Motion  to  retroactively  approve  and  accept  into  the  Civic  Art  Collection  the  artwork 
Passage,  2010,  by  Kent  Roberts.  The  sculpture  measures  60  inches  high  by  696 
inches  long  by  120  inches  wide  and  consists  of  stainless  steel  and  concrete.  The 
artwork  was  commissioned  (Resolution  No.  0202-09-038)  for  and  is  on  permanent 
display  at  the  Moscone  Recreation  Center.  The  artwork  was  dedicated  on  October  23, 
2010. 

2.  Motion  to  retroactively  approve  and  accept  into  the  Civic  Art  Collection  the  artwork 
Abundance,  201 1,  by  Wowhaus.  The  silver  fish  sculpture  measures  168  inches  high 
by  72  inches  long  by  42  inches  wide,  and  the  vermilion  rockfish  sculpture  measures 
36  inches  high  by  60  inches  long  by  30  inches  wide.

The  artwork  is  an  original  but 
unrealized  proposal  for  the  ceramic  tile  mural  titled  Bird  Technology  that  was 
commissioned  for  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  and  accepted  into  the  Civic 
Art  Collection  in  2000  (SFAC  Accession  No.  2000.16). 

4.  Motion  to  retroactively  approve  and  accept  into  the  Civic  Art  Collection  the  artwork 
Roots  and  Veins,  2006,  by  Johanna  Poethig  and  Julio  Cesar  Morales.  The  installation 
consists  of  12  sand-blasted  glass  panels  in  the  building  entry  featuring  a branch 
design  and  text  from  Juvenile  Hall  Youth;  eight  painted  soffits  and  low-relief  sculpted 
plaster  composed  of  poetry  and  delicate  plant-forms  surrounding  the  doorways  in 
each  of  the  eight  dayrooms;  and  seven  Plexiglas  light  boxes  with  silkscreened 
illustrations  in  the  multi-purpose  room.  The  artwork  was  commissioned  (Resolution 
No.  0305-01-094)  for  and  is  on  permanent  display  at  the  San  Francisco  Juvenile 
Justice  Center. 

5.  Motion  to  approve  the  artwork  titled  Spiral  of  Gratitude,  2014  by  Shimon  Attie  (aka 
Scott  Attie,  Attie  Art  Projects)  with  Vale  Bruck,  as  installed  in  the  lobby  of  the  Public 
Safety  Building  at  Third  and  Mission  Rock  streets.  The  artwork  consists  of  a 16-1/2 
ft.  long  by  10  ft.  diameter  glass  cylinder  suspended  from  a skylight  and  the  cylinder  is 
inscribed  with  a ceramic  fritted  poem  by  Vale  Bruck.  Other  elements  of  the  artwork 
include:  metal,  custom  lighting  and  paint,  and  bas  relief  text  on  cast  concrete  blocks 
on  the  entry  lobby’s  rear  wall.  The  artwork  was  dedicated  on  April  16,  2015.

6.  Studio  1 Project 

Justine  Topfer,  David  Szlasa  (artist),  Paul  Chasan,  San  Francisco  Planning  Department 
Action 
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Project  Manager  Justine  Topfer  introduced  Paul  Chasan  from  the  Living  Innovation  Zone 
(“LIZ”)  Initiative.  He  stated  that  the  programming  of  Studio  1 will  be  the  first  interdepartmental 
project,  which  will  be  sponsored  by  the  Arts  Commission,  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Innovation,  and 
the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department,  and  he  is  excited  for  the  opportunity. 

David  Szlasa  artist  and  creator  of  Studio  1,  a mobile  art  studio  gave  a brief  overview  of  the 
history  of  the  project  and  the  upcoming  programming.  The  mobile  gallery  had  been  previously 
viewed  at  Yerba  Buena  Center  for  the  Arts  Bay  Area  Now  7,  August,  2014  with  the  intent  for  the 
project  to  become  a micro-residency  center  and  serve  as  an  alternative  model  for  reliable  and 
sustainable  space  for  Bay  Area  artists.  For  this  iteration  the  mobile  gallery  will  be  placed  at 
proposed  locations  along  Market  Street,  including  NEMA  and  Mechanics  Plaza,  June  8,  2015 
until  August  8,  2015.  The  following  artists  will  be  featured:  Andrea  Bergen;  Sheldon  Smith; 
Shinichi  Iova-Koga;  David  Szlasa  and  Sara  Shelton  Mann;  Jessie  Huitt;  Katrina  Rodabaugh;  and 
Jose  Navarrete. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  design  and  installation  of  the  temporary  art  project,  Studio  1,  a 
programmed  mobile  art  studio,  to  be  installed  from  June  8,  2015  until  August  8,  2015  at  two 
locations  on  Market  Street:  1401  Market  Street  (NEMA)  and  Mechanics  Plaza.  The  project  is 
part  of  the  Living  Innovation  Zone  (“LIZ”)  initiative,  and  is  sponsored  by  the  San  Francisco  Arts 
Commission,  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Innovation,  and  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department. 
Moved:  Silverman/Chew 
The  motion  was  unanimously  approved 

7.  Daggett  Park 

Marcus  Davies 
Action 

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  presented  design  developments  for  a sculpture  by  Adriane 
Colburn  for  Daggett  Park,  located  on  1 6th  Street  at  7th  Street.  He  reminded  the  Committee  that 
the  original  proposal  was  three  free-standing,  two-dimensional  renderings  of  bears  in  water-jet 
cut  stainless  steel.  The  artist  has  since  revised  her  design  to  include  an  image  of  one  larger  bear 
form  comprised  of  five  individual  elements  made  of  water-jet  cut  stainless  steel.  The  design 
work  within  the  forms  that  make  up  the  bear  references  flora  and  fauna  native  to  the  Mission  Bay 
area.  The  artwork  will  also  include  bronze  line  work  embedded  in  the  ground  plane  that  takes  its 
shapes  from  early  mapping  of  Mission  Creek  and  Mission  Bay’s  shoreline. 

Mr.  Davies  added  that  the  artist  had  created  a proposal  that  could  be  enjoyed  from  a number  of 
vantage  points,  including  the  residential  units  surrounding  the  park  and  its  sculpture  plaza.  He 


then  played  the  artist’s  animation  of  shadows  cast  by  the  sculpture  throughout  the  year,  adding 
that  this  shadow  casting  was  carefully  considered  by  Ms.  Colburn.  Mr.  Davies  also  noted  that 
reclaimed  granite  curbing,  provided  by  the  SF  Department  of  Public  works,  will  be  used  in  the 
landscaping  around  the  artwork.  Final  design  will  be  reviewed  for  ADA  requirements  and  all 
entrapment  hazards  will  be  eliminated  before  Final  Design  phase  deliverables  are  brought  back 
to  the  Committee. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  Design  Development  phase  deliverables  by  Adriane  Colburn  for 
an  artwork  for  Daggett  Park.

8.  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou,  gave  a project  update  and  presented  a newly  proposed  location  for 
the  sculpture  by  Mark  Brest  van  Kempen  for  the  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center.  The  location 
of  the  sculpture  was  originally  intended  for  the  entryway  to  the  building.  However,  since  the 
larger  landscape  project  had  been  cancelled  (due  to  unfeasible  budget  increases  due  to  technical 
and  engineering  needs)  the  architects  have  proposed  to  relocate  the  entryway  piece  into  the 
landscape  at  a secondary  garden  entrance. 

Ms.  Chou  explained  that  although  the  concept  of  the  artwork  has  remained  the  same,  design 
changes  are  still  being  considered.  Changes  may  include  the  shape  and  connection  of  the 
sculpture’s  supporting  stands  as  well  as  using  gabion  to  contain  the  central  core  of  the  artwork. 

The  staff  and  Committee  approved  of  the  newly  proposed  location  but  agreed  that  the  design  will 
need  to  be  reviewed  before  final  approval. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

9.  Central  Subway 
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A.  Chinatown 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  revised  conceptual  designs  for  Tomie  Arai’s  artwork  for  the 
Chinatown  Central  Subway  Station.  She  reminded  the  Committee  that  they  and  the 
community  had  reviewed  and  agreed  that  the  overall  design  for  the  head  house  had  been  too 
dense  with  photographic  imagery.  The  artist  reviewed  the  feedback  and  reduced  the  number 
of  elements  and  simplified  the  palette  which  resulted  in  a more  open,  flowing  and  narrative 
design.  Both  the  Committee  and  staff  agreed  that  the  new  design  presented  was  successful. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  Conceptual  Design  for  Tomie  Arai’s  artwork  for  the  Chinatown 
Central  Subway  Station.

The  motion  was  unanimously  approved 

B.  Union  Square/Market  Street  Station  Concourse 

Jennifer  Loworn 
Action 

Senior  Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  presented  the  Construction  Document  Phase 
deliverables  by  Erwin  Redl  (dba  Paramedia  LLC)  for  the  Central  Subway  Union 
Square/Market  Street  Station  Concourse. 

The  Committee  reviewed  an  artwork  installation  mock-up  and  animation  for  the  proposed 
LED  lighting  sequence  for  the  artwork.  The  Committee  felt  the  mock-up  did  not  sufficiently 
represent  the  user  experience.  They  expressed  concerns  that  neither  the  correct  perspective 
of  the  LED  light  panels  nor  the  ambient  light  levels  had  been  accurately  portrayed.  Ms. 
Loworn  stated  that  the  lighting  sequence  and  levels  would  be  adjusted  in-situ  and  that  she 
was  seeking  approval  of  the  pattern  concept.  However,  the  Committee  decided  they  needed 
more  complete  representation  of  how  the  design  pattern  would  be  experienced. 

Ms.  Loworn  stated  she  would  relay  the  feedback  to  the  artist  and  come  back  to  the 
Committee  at  a later  date  with  a revised  mock-up  and  animation. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  Karla  Jones  expressed  concerns  about  the  long 
term  maintenance  and  associate  costs  required  on  this  project  and  questioned  if  the  artwork  will 
be  considered  passe  in  five  to  ten  years’  time.

10.  Van  Ness  Avenue  Bus  Rapid  Transit  - Jorge  Pardo 

Justine  Topfer 
Action 

Ms.  Topfer  presented  Jorge  Pardo’s  conceptual  design  for  the  Van  Ness  Bus  Rapid  Transit. 
(“VN-BRT”)  The  design  included  three  large  scale  sculptural  lighting  structures,  typical  of  his 
practice.  Each  would  consist  of  3 layers:  core  lamps,  interior  color  steel  elements,  and  an  exterior 
layer  of  corten  steel 

Ms.  Topfer  stated  that  although  the  layered  approach  is  appealing  there  are  concerns  from  both 
staff  and  the  VN-BRT  team  regarding  aesthetics  and  maintenance.  Aesthetically,  Corten  steel 
may  be  too  heavy  of  a choice,  obscuring  too  much  of  the  interior  elements  and  not  in 
consideration  of  the  architectural  station  designs.  Various  maintenance  concerns  were  also  cited 
including  their  cleaning,  accessibility  to  lights  and  vandalism  abatement.  Staff  had  suggested  that 
concerns  be  relayed  to  the  artist  and  to  work  with  Pardo  through  the  design  development  phase  to 
refine  the  exterior  elements  and  ADA  compliance. 

The  Committee  further  commented  that  the  artworks  weren’t  appropriate  for  Van  Ness  Avenue, 
given  that  it  is  a prominent  Beaux  Arts  thoroughfare  and  historic  district.  The  Committee 
questioned  Pardo’s  choice  of  Corten  steel,  and  requested  that  Pardo  consider  the  multitude  of 
user  experiences:  as  a pedestrian,  BRT  user,  vehicular  driver  and  surrounding  office  views  - all 
offer  various  vantage  points.  The  Committee  concurred  with  all  of  the  staff  concerns  and 
ultimately  felt  that  there  were  too  many  to  move  on  to  the  design  development  phase. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

Avenue  Bus  Rapid  Transit  due  to  a contract  modification  to  increase  the  artist’s  scope  of  work. 
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11.  Ocean  Ave  Public  Plaza:  Historical  Photography  Project  - Wowhaus 

Justine  Topfer 
Action 

Ms.  Topfer  presented  Wowhaus’ s final  designs  for  the  Ocean  Ave  Public  Plaza  Historical 
Photography  Project.  She  reminded  that  in  addition  to  Kelly  Ording’s  project  for  Unity  Plaza, 
Wowhaus  has  created  a tableau  of  historic  photographs  which  will  be  printed  on  porcelain 
enamel  tiles  and  installed  in  the  risers  of  a connector  stair  case.  Wowhaus  sourced  the  images 
directly  from  community  members  and  the  library  archives  and  provide  cultural  and  historical 
references  to  the  neighborhood. 

Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  plywood  backing  for  the  tiles,  as  shown  in  the  plans,  should  be 
reconsidered  and  that  backer  board  should  be  considered.  Ms.  Topfer  stated  that  plans  had  been 
reviewed  and  approved  by  Department  of  Public  Works.  She  also  noted  that  City  College  will  be 
responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  work  and  that  it  won’t  be  entering  the  Civic  Art 
Collection. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  Final  Design  Phase  deliverables  by  Wowhaus  for  the  Ocean 
Avenue  Public  Plaza:  Historical  Photography  Project. 

Moved:  Silverman/Chew 

The  motion  was  unanimously  approved 

12.  San  Francisco  International  Airport  -Temporary  Boarding  Area  B 

Susan  Pontious,  Justine  Topfer 
Action 

Ms.  Topfer  presented  a proposed  program  outline  for  an  art  program  at  Temporary  Boarding 
Area  B at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  (“SFO”).  She  reminded  the  Committee  that 
Terminal  1 will  undergo  a complete  remodel,  during  which  time  the  temporary  Boarding  Area  B 
will  be  in  place.  The  project  outline  highlights  seven  project  opportunities:  a large  scale  mural  by 
the  check-in  gate;  artist  designed  seating  in  the  “recompose”  area;  a vinyl  installation  in  a 
connector  corridor;  video  screening  in  a peephole  format;  sculpture  purchase  for  a childrens’ 
area;  paintings  purchase;  and  aluminum  panel  images  in  the  baggage  area.  The  majority  of  the 
projects  opportunities  will  be  able  to  be  relocated  after  the  project  is  complete. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 
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Motion:  Motion  to  approve  San  Francisco  International  Airport:  Temporary  Boarding  Area  B 
Art  Program  Outline

The  motion  was  unanimously  approved 

13.  SFAC  Galleries  Strategic  Plan  Alignment 

Meg  Shijfler 
Discussion 

SFAC  Galleries  Director  Meg  Shiffler  made  a detailed  presentation  of  the  progress  of  the  SFAC 
Galleries  efforts  towards  programmatic  alignment  with  the  Arts  Commission’s  strategic  plan. 
The  presentation  included  details  of  achievements  and  aggregated  facts  of  the  Galleries  history. 
Ms.  Shiffler  also  shared  a schedule  of  upcoming  programs  including,  but  not  limited  to  a 
veterans-themed  exhibition,  the  return  of  the  artist-curated  Chain  Reaction,  a mid-career  survey 
for  local  mi-career  artists,  juried  opportunities  and  efforts  to  expand  publicly  accessible  events. 

At  the  completion  of  the  presentation,  the  following  questions  were  posed  back  to  the 
Committee:  Do  you  see  a clear  alignment  of  the  program  with  the  agency  strategic  plan?  Are 
there  gaps  or  additional  strategies  that  could  advance  the  goals  of  the  SFAC?  How  would 
Commissioners  like  to  be  engaged  in  further  strategic  development  and  planning  processes?  She 
asked  that  the  Commissioners  be  in  dialogue  with  her  regarding  their  thoughts  and  looked 
forward  to  their  responses.  The  Committee  thanked  Ms.  Shiffler  for  the  thorough  presentation 
and  looked  forward  to  future  conversations. 

The  Committee  discussed  future  programming  ideas. 

President  Beltran  suggested  providing  space  to  displaced  arts  organization.  She  also  suggested 
that  the  Chain  Reaction  exhibition  include  artists  who  have  received  individual  artist  grants. 

Director  DeCaigny  mentioned  the  possibility  of  a juried  exhibition  opportunity  for  individual 
artist  grantees;  however  Commissioner  Keehn  disagreed  and  stated  she  is  not  in  favor  of  juried 
exhibitions.  Director  DeCaigny  said  that  the  SFAC  Galleries  serves  as  outward  face  of  the  Arts 
commission  and  that  the  new  space  will  also  serve  as  a meeting  space.  The  arts  community  will 
have  access  through  curated  and  juried  opportunities. 

Commissioner  Silverman  is  enthusiastic  about  the  2017  Sister  Cities  exhibition  and  offered  to 
connect  the  SFAC  Galleries  with  Silverlens  Galleries  in  Manila.  She  further  stated  that  Bay  Area 
connections  will  be  key  to  promotion  of  such  projects.  She  also  offered  an  introduction  to 
Important  Projects  Gallery.  Commissioner  Beltran  mentioned  that  the  Galleries  be  in  touch  with 
Asian  Pacific  Islander  Cultural  Center  in  regards  to  the  Manila  Sister  City  project. 

Commissioner  Sklar  suggested  that  the  SFAC  Galleries  should  think  about  developing 
relationships  with  the  commercial  galleries  in  the  hope  of  cross  promotional  opportunities. 

Commissioner  Silverman  left  at  4:58  p.m. 
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Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  Karla  Jones  asked  when  the  building  was  set  to 
open  and  what  the  anticipated  operating  hours  will  be.  Director  DeCaigny  replied  that  the 
building  will  open  in  January  2016  and  that  new  operating  hours  are  being  considered.  However, 
the  actual  operating  hours  are  yet  determined.  Once  fiscal  resources  are  identified  the  future 
activation  of  the  space  will  be  considered  in  coordination  with  Herbst  Theater. 

14.  New  Business,  Old  Business,  and  Announcements 

Discussion 

Stephen  Worsley,  founder  of  Coit  Tower  Depression  Preservationists,  expressed  his  displeasure 
of  the  management  of  Coit  Tower,  stating  that  25  percent  of  Coit  is  under-utilized  and  that  Coit 
Tower  should  be  donated  back  to  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco. 

President  Beltran  encourages  staff  to  visit  the  various  Master  of  Fine  Arts  Graduate  exhibitions 
on  display  in  the  Bay  Area.  She  also  noted  the  success  of  the  recent  art  fair,  Art  Market  San 
Francisco  2015.

Senior  Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  introduced  Erwin  Redl  who  was  commissioned  to 
create  an  artwork  for  the  Central  Subway  Union  Square/Market  Street  Station  Concourse.  Ms. 
Loworn  showed  examples  of  the  artist’s  past  work  as  well  as  an  animation  of  the  artist’s 
conceptual  proposal  approved  in  2010.  The  artwork  consists  of  multiple  LED  light  panels 
suspended  from  the  concourse  ceiling  that  will  be  programed  in  a multicolored  sequence.  Ms. 
Loworn  noted  that  the  artist’s  Design  Phase  deliverables  were  approved  in  201 1,  which  included 
the  technical  aspects  of  how  the  panels  would  be  constructed  and  suspended.  She  stated  that  the 
artist  has  created  the  lighting  animation  sequence  as  part  of  his  final  design  deliverables,  for 
which  the  artist  is  seeking  Commission  approval.  She  introduced  the  artist  to  explain  his  final 
design  further. 
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Mr.  Redl  showed  additional  examples  of  his  previous  work  and  explained  the  concept  behind  his 
design  for  Central  Subway.  He  showed  a mock-up  of  the  LED  panels  demonstrating  their  color 
range  and  intensity,  explaining  that  he  will  adjust  the  lighting  program  to  work  well  with  the 
ambient  light  in  the  station.  Mr.  Redl  presented  the  proposed  lighting  animation  sequence  which 
will  loop  approximately  every  21  minutes.  Commissioner  Chew  and  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs 
Tom  DeCaigny  inquired  about  the  maintenance  of  the  work.

Ms.  Lovvom  presented  the  previously  approved  Design  Development  deliverables  for  an 
artwork  by  Catherine  Wagner  for  the  Central  Subway  Yerba  Buena/Moscone  Station.  The 
artwork  consists  of  several,  monumental  scale  reproductions  in  stone  of  the  artist’s 
documentary  photographs  depicting  the  building  of  Moscone  Center.  The  artist  intends  to  etch 
the  images  on  granite  panels  that  will  be  installed  at  various  locations  at  the  concourse  level  in 
the  station. 

Ms.  Lovvom  explained  that  the  artist  originally  intended  to  also  locate  an  etched  stone  panel 
at  the  station  entryway  on  the  surface  level;  but  this  site  is  no  longer  optimal  as  its  sightline 
would  be  obscured  by  Roxy  Paine’s  sculpture  on  the  station’s  entry  plaza.  As  a result,  the  Ms. 
Wagner’s  entryway  artwork  has  been  changed  to  glass  and  relocated  to  the  glass  curtain  wall 
next  to  the  station  entrance.  Ms.  Lovvom  noted  that  the  artist  proposes  to  fabricate  the 
entryway  artwork  in  laminated  laser  etched  glass  1.  She  showed  glass  samples  to  demonstrate 
the  artists  working  direction.  Director  DeCaigny  and  Commissioner  Keehn  asked  for  further 
explanation  regarding  the  maintenance  of  the  glass.  Ms.  Lovvom  stated  that  the  etched  surface 
of  the  glass  will  be  placed  on  the  internal  layer  of  the  laminated  glass  unit  and  added  that  she 
will  ask  the  artist  to  produce  a maintenance  plan  to  present  to  the  Committee  at  a future 
meeting.

Director  DeCaigny  and  Commissioners  Silverman  and  Keehn  asked  for  clarification  on  the 
artwork’s  color.  Commissioner  Silverman  stated  that  the  color  gradient  on  the  green  signpost 
made  the  text  hard  to  read.  She  added  that  having  three  different  color  schemes  for  each  signpost 
did  not  appear  cohesive.  She  suggested  that  the  signposts  be  unified  in  their  color  scheme,  noting 
that  the  multicolored  signpost  was  the  most  successful.  President  Beltran  agreed,  suggesting  that 
the  artist  consider  two  white  signposts  and  one  multicolored.

Transit.  She  described  the  work  as  a series  of  three  steel  sculptures  whose  forms  reference 
redwood  trees.  The  work  will  be  installed  at  the  three  most  prominent  stations  along  the  transit 
route  and  will  be  internally  illuminated  at  night.  Ms.  Topfer  noted  that  the  artist  is  considering 
two  options  for  his  material:  painted  steel;  or  corten  steel.  Commissioner  Silverman  commented 
that  she  preferred  the  corten  steel  option. 

Director  DeCaigny  commented  that  the  organic  form  of  the  sculptures  created  a contrast  to  the 
existing  architectural  and  urban  elements  along  Van  Ness  Avenue,  and  raised  the  issue  that  they 
may  be  competing.  He  encouraged  the  artist  to  examine  the  relationship  between  his  design  and 
these  elements  going  forward. 

President  Beltran  suggested  elevating  the  sculptures  to  at  least  20  feet  high  to  give  them  more 
presence. 

Director  DeCaigny  raised  the  issue  of  maintenance,  concerned  that  trash  and  debris  would  collect 
in  the  base  of  the  sculpture.  He  encouraged  Ms.  Topfer  to  explore  a maintenance  agreement  with 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  as  a possible  solution. 

President  Beltran  left  the  meeting  at  4:21  p.m.

She  noted  that  the  mural  is  not  funded  by 
the  Arts  Commission  and  will  not  be  part  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  She  introduced  the  artists 
to  explain  the  project  in  detail.  The  artists  presented  the  mural  design  to  be  installed  at  the  main 
pedestrian  entrance  to  the  hospital,  and  noted  that  it  celebrates  the  hospital’s  100  year 
anniversary.  It  was  designed  with  community  input  and  with  support  of  hospital  administration. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  for  clarification  on  how  the  mural  was  approved  and  expressed 
concern  that  it  competed  with  the  Art  Enrichment  program  already  at  the  hospital.  Ms.  Pontious 
explained  that  this  is  an  elective  project  supported  and  funded  by  the  hospital.  But  since  it  is  on 
public  property,  it  is  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Arts  Commission  to  approve  its  design. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  if  the  Arts  Commission  was  responsible  for  maintaining  the  mural. 
Ms.  Pontious  said  no. 

Director  DeCaigny  suggested  that  approval  of  the  item  be  calendared  for  a future  Visual  Arts 
Committee  meeting. 

Ms.  Pontious  recommended  that  the  Arts  Commission  be  contacted  earlier  in  the  design  process 
for  future  murals  of  similar  prominence  to  avoid  potential  approval  issues.

Ms.  Chou  gave  an  update  on  the  sound  based  artwork  by  Bill  Fontana  located  at  North  Beach 
Branch  Library,  She  stated  that  she  had  been  receiving  complaints  about  the  sound  of  the  artwork 
entering  into  the  library  and  across  the  street.  She  said  that  the  artist  has  identified  new  speakers 
with  more  directional  sound  that  could  replace  the  existing  speakers.  Ms.  Chou  said  she  is 
working  with  the  artist  to  determine  the  costs  of  purchasing  and  installing  the  new  speakers  as 
well  as  the  modifying  the  soffit  to  accommodate  the  new  speakers,  which  are  large  in  size.

Poster  Series,  Utopian  Visions:  the  Changing  Face  of  Market  Street.  The  selection  panel 
recommended  the  artists  Tracy  Snelling  and  Lauren  Bartone.  Ms.  Snelling’ s proposed  poster 
series,  A Utopian  City , will  use  the  vernacular  of  vintage  comic  book  covers,  advertisements  and 
movie  posters  to  create  vignettes  of  a utopian  San  Francisco..  Ms.  Bartone’s  series,  neoTOPlA, 
will  be  a series  of  collaged  handmade  maps,  at  1 : 1 scale.  The  original  maps  will  be  made  out  of 
discarded  materials  found  along  Market  Street,  which  the  artist  will  use  to  reimagine  historic 
maps  by  layering  in  ideas  for  new  utopian  alternatives. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

7.  LIZ:  Light  Up  Central  Market  Street 

Justine  Topfer/Paul  Chasan 
Discussion 

Ms.  Topfer  introduced  Paul  Chasan  from  the  Planning  Department.  Mr.  Chasan  and  his 
colleague  Marisha  Farnsworth  presented  a project  outline  for  the  temporary  Living  Innovations 
Zone  (LIZ)  project,  Light  Up  Central  Market  Street.  The  project  is  an  experimental, 
architecturally  designed  interactive  seating  arrangement.  The  arrangement  will  consist  of  simple 
block  forms  made  of  PVC,  internally  lit  with  LED  lights,  and  roughhewn  wooden  pieces.  These 
elements  will  vary  size  and  configuration  to  allow  for  more  flexible  uses  in  addition  to  seating.. 
The  installation  will  take  place  for  up  to  two  years  in  front  of  a temporary  food  vendor,  The  Hall, 
at  Sixth  and  Market  Streets.  It  will  be  installed  at  the  end  of  September  30,  2015,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Market  Street  Prototyping  Festival  happening  that  month. 

The  project  will  be  a collaboration  of  the  Luggage  Store,  Civic  Center  Community  Benefit 
District  (“CCCBD”)  and  Tenderloin  Community  Benefit  District  (“TLCBD”).  The  Luggage 
Store  will  maintain  the  artwork  and  plans  to  curate  events,  such  as  dance  performances  to  happen 
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on  and  around  the  structure. 


Commissioner  Keehn  asked  for  clarification  regarding  the  role  of  local  developers.  Mr.  Chasan 
explained  that  LIZ  performs  outreach  to  the  developers  through  the  CCCBD  and  TLCBD.  All 
those  involved  sign  a non-legally  binding  agreement  to  collaborate,  allow  and  maintain  these 
projects  at  no  cost  to  the  City.  The  parties  work  together  in  good  faith  so  that  all  involved  are  in 
support  of  the  projects. 

It  was  also  noted  that  the  project  hasbeen  reviewed  by  American  with  Disabilities  Act  (“ADA”) 
Coordinator  Kevin  Jenson.  Mr.  Jenson  is  pleased  that  the  project  is  designed  so  that  people  with 
varying  physical  abilities  are  able  to  interact  with  it. 

8.  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  the  revised  design  for  an  artwork  by  Mark  Brest  van 
Kempen  for  the  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center.  She  reminded  the  Committee  that  they  had 
previously  approved  the  relocation  of  the  artwork  from  the  main  entrance  of  the  building  to  the 
entryway  of  the  garden.  The  approved  sculpture  design  consists  of  a 15  feet  tall,  5 feet  by  5 feet 
wide  core-like  sample  of  earth  suspended  above  a corresponding  hole  in  the  earth  below, 
showcasing  the  site’s  geology.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  the  artist  has  proposed  to  revise  the 
previously  approved  sculpture  design  by  changing  the  suspended  sculptural  form  to  a square 
shape  rather  than  a triangular  shape,  and  encasing  the  sculptural  core-like  form  in  layers  of  wire 
mesh  “gabion”  instead  of  glass.  The  Committee  felt  that  the  new  location  and  revised  form  will 
relate  nicely  to  the  facility  and  landscape  design  and  they  approved  of  the  design  revisions. 

Ms.  Chou  explained  that  project  costs  are  still  being  reviewed.  The  Committee  asked  where  the 
remaining  budget  from  the  previously  eliminated  project  will  be  spent  and  if  it  will  allow  a larger 
contingency  for  this  project.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  (“PUC”) 
funds  are  pooled  and  the  funds  for  the  eliminated  project  may  be  spent  at  another  project  site. 

The  intention  for  this  project  is  that  the  costs  are  capped  at  $250,000. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  revised  design  at  entry  to  gardens  for  Mark  Brest  van  Kempen’s 
artwork  for  the  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center.

Consultant;  Shirley  Moore,  Community  Representative;  Ron  Moultrie  Saunders,  Community 
Representative;  and  Nathan  Watson,  Executive  Director,  Public  Glass.

10.  Daggett  Park

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  presented  the  Construction  Document  Phase  deliverables  for  the 
artwork  at  Daggett  Park  by  Adrian  Colburn.  The  artwork  consists  of  five,  half-inch  thick  water 
jet  cut  steel  panels  depicting  flora  and  fauna  native  to  the  project  site.  When  viewed  from 
particular  angles  the  panels  come  together  to  form  the  silhouette  of  a bear.  Mr.  Davies  noted  that 
since  the  last  review  entrapment  hazards  have  been  examined  and  resolved  and  the  palette  has 
expanded  to  include  black,  grey,  red  and  blue  Tnemec  coating.  He  also  added  that  the 
engineering  process  has  required  the  addition  of  several  1 to  3 -inch  vertical  fins  to  add  strength 
and  that  Ms.  Colburn  has  adjusted  some  of  the  piece’s  line  work  to  make  the  fins  as 
inconspicuous  as  possible. 
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President  Beltran  asked  that  three-dimensional  rendering  be  produced  for  the  next  review. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  Construction  Document  Phase  deliverables  (which  include 
engineering  and  written  cost  estimates)  by  Adriane  Colburn  for  an  artwork  for  Daggett  Park.

Mr.  Davies  introduced  the  artist  Michael  Arcega  who  presented  the  Design  Development 
deliverables  for  his  sculptural  seating  for  the  Broadway  Chinatown  Streetscape  Improvement 
Project.  Mr.  Arcega  explained  that  he  had  expanded  the  imagery  since  his  initial  proposal  and 
that  his  designs  now  draw  from  a variety  of  source  material  depicting  traditional  Chinese  cloud 
motifs. 

Mr.  Davies  noted  that  the  artist  met  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works’  (“DPW”) 
ADA/Accessibility  coordinator  and  that  many  elements  of  the  design  exceed  minimum  access 
requirements.  He  added  that  as  construction  documents  are  developed  Mr.  Arcega  and  his 
fabricator  will  work  through  a mock-up  process  with  community  representatives  to  ensure  that 
the  artwork  is  fully  functional  as  comfortable  and  practical  street  furniture.

Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  presented  the  necessary  relocation  of  St.  Francis,  1973  by 
Ruth  Cravath  Wakefield,  a large  scale  concrete  and  Plexiglas  sculpture,  originally  commissioned 
for  Candlestick  Park  and  currently  located  at  490  Jamestown  Avenue.  Due  to  the  demolition  of 
Candlestick  Park  and  the  redevelopment  of  the  property,  the  sculpture  will  be  removed  and 
placed  in  an  art  storage  facility.  The  Arts  Commission  is  actively  looking  for  a relocation  site  on 
City  property,  with  hopes  to  conduct  community  input  and  relocate  the  work  within  a year’s

Ms.  Cummings  reminded  the  Committee,  as  discussed  in  the  April  15,  2015  Visual  Arts 
Committee  Meeting,  that  the  roof  of  the  mechanical  building  at  SFGH  is  in  need  of  significant 
repair.  In  order  to  complete  these  repairs,  Roof  Mural,  1974  by  Gerald  Concha  must  be  removed 
from  the  roof.  Staff  has  developed  a project  plan  for  temporarily  relocating  the  Jerry  Concha 
mosaic  mural  while  the  roof  work  is  completed.  Given  the  cultural  significance  of  the  roof  mural 
and  the  reasonable  budget  for  the  project,  staff  believes  its  preservation  is  in  the  City’s  best 
interest.  The  desired  solution  is  to  proceed  with  the  temporary  removal  and  then  re-installation  of 
the  mural  versus  the  alternative  option  of  deaccession  and  destruction.

Poster  Series,  Utopian  Visions:  the  Changing  Face  of  Market  Street.  The  selection  panel 
recommended  the  artists  Tracy  Snelling  and  Lauren  Bartone.  Ms.  Snelling’s  proposed  poster 
series,  A Utopian  City , will  use  the  vernacular  of  vintage  comic  book  covers,  advertisements  and 
movie  posters  to  create  vignettes  of  a utopian  San  Francisco..  Ms.  Bartone’s  series,  neoTOPIA, 
will  be  a series  of  collaged  handmade  maps,  at  1:1  scale.  The  original  maps  will  be  made  out  of 
discarded  materials  found  along  Market  Street,  which  the  artist  will  use  to  reimagine  historic 
maps  by  layering  in  ideas  for  new  utopian  alternatives.

7.  LIZ:  Light  Up  Central  Market  Street 

Justine  Topfer/Paul  Chasan 
Discussion 

Ms.  Topfer  introduced  Paul  Chasan  from  the  Planning  Department.  Mr.  Chasan  and  his 
colleague  Marisha  Farnsworth  presented  a project  outline  for  the  temporary  Living  Innovations 
Zone  (LIZ)  project,  Light  Up  Central  Market  Street.  The  project  is  an  experimental, 
architecturally  designed  interactive  seating  arrangement.  The  arrangement  will  consist  of  simple 
block  forms  made  of  PVC,  internally  lit  with  LED  lights,  and  roughhewn  wooden  pieces.  These 
elements  will  vary  size  and  configuration  to  allow  for  more  flexible  uses  in  addition  to  seating.. 
The  installation  will  take  place  for  up  to  two  years  in  front  of  a temporary  food  vendor,  The  Hall, 
at  Sixth  and  Market  Streets.  It  will  be  installed  at  the  end  of  September  30,  2015,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Market  Street  Prototyping  Festival  happening  that  month. 

The  project  will  be  a collaboration  of  the  Luggage  Store,  Civic  Center  Community  Benefit 
District  (“CCCBD”)  and  Tenderloin  Community  Benefit  District  (“TLCBD”).  The  Luggage 
Store  will  maintain  the  artwork  and  plans  to  curate  events,  such  as  dance  performances  to  happen 
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on  and  around  the  structure. 


Commissioner  Keehn  asked  for  clarification  regarding  the  role  of  local  developers.  Mr.  Chasan 
explained  that  LIZ  performs  outreach  to  the  developers  through  the  CCCBD  and  TLCBD.  All 
those  involved  sign  a non-legally  binding  agreement  to  collaborate,  allow  and  maintain  these 
projects  at  no  cost  to  the  City.  The  parties  work  together  in  good  faith  so  that  all  involved  are  in 
support  of  the  projects. 

It  was  also  noted  that  the  project  hasbeen  reviewed  by  American  with  Disabilities  Act  (“ADA”) 
Coordinator  Kevin  Jenson.  Mr.  Jenson  is  pleased  that  the  project  is  designed  so  that  people  with 
varying  physical  abilities  are  able  to  interact  with  it. 

8.  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center 

Mary  Chou 
Action 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  the  revised  design  for  an  artwork  by  Mark  Brest  van 
Kempen  for  the  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center.  She  reminded  the  Committee  that  they  had 
previously  approved  the  relocation  of  the  artwork  from  the  main  entrance  of  the  building  to  the 
entryway  of  the  garden.  The  approved  sculpture  design  consists  of  a 15  feet  tall,  5 feet  by  5 feet 
wide  core-like  sample  of  earth  suspended  above  a corresponding  hole  in  the  earth  below, 
showcasing  the  site’s  geology.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  the  artist  has  proposed  to  revise  the 
previously  approved  sculpture  design  by  changing  the  suspended  sculptural  form  to  a square 
shape  rather  than  a triangular  shape,  and  encasing  the  sculptural  core-like  form  in  layers  of  wire 
mesh  “gabion”  instead  of  glass.  The  Committee  felt  that  the  new  location  and  revised  form  will 
relate  nicely  to  the  facility  and  landscape  design  and  they  approved  of  the  design  revisions. 

Ms.  Chou  explained  that  project  costs  are  still  being  reviewed.  The  Committee  asked  where  the 
remaining  budget  from  the  previously  eliminated  project  will  be  spent  and  if  it  will  allow  a larger 
contingency  for  this  project.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  (“PUC”) 
funds  are  pooled  and  the  funds  for  the  eliminated  project  may  be  spent  at  another  project  site. 

The  intention  for  this  project  is  that  the  costs  are  capped  at  $250,000. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  revised  design  at  entry  to  gardens  for  Mark  Brest  van  Kempen ’s 
artwork  for  the  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center.

9.  Bayview  Gateway  Public  Art  Project

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Ms.  Chou  presented  the  summary  of  the  final  selection  panel  and  the  selected  conceptual 
proposal  by  Cliff  Garten  for  the  Bayview  Gateway,  as  recommended  by  the  Bayview  Gateway 
Public  Art  Project  Selection  Panel.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  the  Port  has  requested  that  the  artist  add 
a more  visible  treatment  at  the  west  side  of  the  traffic  island.  The  artist  is  currently  working  on  a 
revised  proposal  based  per  the  Port’s  request,  which  will  be  brought  back  to  the  Committee  for 
review  and  approval.

Cultural  Center;  Lizzetta  LeFalle-Collins,  Independent  Writer,  Artist,  Curator,  Museum 
Consultant;  Shirley  Moore,  Community  Representative;  Ron  Moultrie  Saunders,  Community 
Representative;  and  Nathan  Watson,  Executive  Director,  Public  Glass.

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  presented  the  Construction  Document  Phase  deliverables  for  the 
artwork  at  Daggett  Park  by  Adrian  Colburn.  The  artwork  consists  of  five,  half-inch  thick  water 
jet  cut  steel  panels  depicting  flora  and  fauna  native  to  the  project  site.  When  viewed  from 
particular  angles  the  panels  come  together  to  form  the  silhouette  of  a bear.  Mr.  Davies  noted  that 
since  the  last  review  entrapment  hazards  have  been  examined  and  resolved  and  the  palette  has 
expanded  to  include  black,  grey,  red  and  blue  Tnemec  coating.  He  also  added  that  the 
engineering  process  has  required  the  addition  of  several  1 to  3 -inch  vertical  fins  to  add  strength 
and  that  Ms.  Colburn  has  adjusted  some  of  the  piece’s  line  work  to  make  the  fins  as 
inconspicuous  as  possible. 
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president  Beltran  asked  that  three-dimensional  rendering  be  produced  for  the  next  review. 

Commissioner  Keehn  called  for  public  comment.  There  was  no  public  comment.

11.  Broadway  Chinatown  Streetscape 

Marcus  Davies

Mr.  Davies  introduced  the  artist  Michael  Arcega  who  presented  the  Design  Development 
deliverables  for  his  sculptural  seating  for  the  Broadway  Chinatown  Streetscape  Improvement 
Project.  Mr.  Arcega  explained  that  he  had  expanded  the  imagery  since  his  initial  proposal  and 
that  his  designs  now  draw  from  a variety  of  source  material  depicting  traditional  Chinese  cloud 
motifs. 

Mr.  Davies  noted  that  the  artist  met  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works’  (“DPW”)

At  the  July  15,  2015  Visual  Arts  Committee  meeting.  Commissioners  commented  that  the  color  schemes  for  the 
signposts  did  not  appear  cohesive,  and  requested  that  the  artist  reconsider  the  color  choices,  in  particular  the 
green  signpost.  In  response,  the  artist  has  modified  the  colors  of  two  of  the  posts  to  address  the  Commissioners 
concerns.  The  "Where  were  you  born,  and  when?"  post  was  changed  from  green  to  blue.  The  multicolored  post 
was  modified  as  well  to  include  the  same  blue  as  the  blue-arrowed  post;  it  also  includes  white  arrows  that  appear 
in  the  white-arrowed  post.  There  remains  a gradient  of  color  in  the  biue  post,  but  the  intention  is  for  the  text  to  be 
legible  on  all  the  arrows. 

The  artist  is  seeking  approval  for  the  revised  color  scheme,  and  will  then  work  towards  selecting  the  actual  colors, 
which  will  be  brought  back  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  for  review  and  approval.

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FIRE  STATION  #5 

PUBLIC  ART  PROJECT  OUTLINE  [Revised] 

BACKGROUND 

As  part  of  the  2010  Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response  (ESER)  Bond,  Fire  Station  #5,  located  at  the 
Southwest  corner  of  Turk  and  Webster  streets,  will  undergo  a replacement  to  assure  station  functionality  and 
seismic  performance  in  conformance  with  current  building  codes. 

ART  OPPORTUNITY 

SFAC  staff  met  with  the  Fire  Station  #5  project  team  to  explore  possible  locations  for  artwork.  It  was  determined 
that  the  best-suited  opportunity  for  artwork  is  the  integration  of  a two-dimensional  design  within  the  second- 
story  glass  curtain  wall  spanning  the  building's  Webster  Street  facade.  The  integration  technique  is  to  be 
determined,  but  will  ensure  permanence  and  color-fastness. 

PROJECT  GOAL 

The  goals  of  the  art  enrichment  project  at  Fire  Station  #5  are  to  help  create  a sense  of  place,  to  make  the  building 
facade  pronounced  and  inviting  and  to  enhance  the  frontage  of  the  building  with  a unique  artist's  design.

Drain  Mural  project’s  purpose  is  to  promote  public  awareness  of  storm  drains  that  are  separate  from  the  sewer  system 
and  ultimately  to  help  reduce  pollution  draining  into  the  San  Francisco  Bay.  The  project  is  being  piloted  in  the  Mission 
Bay  neighborhood  with  a series  of  unique  temporary  murals  installed  at  six  storm  drain  locations  for  approximately  one 
year  each. 

She  reported  that  the  panel  selected  two  proposals  and  recommended  that  the  proposal  by  Jenifer  K.  Wofford  be 
implemented  first  as  the  higher  scoring  proposal  and  the  proposal  by  Michael  Bartalos  will  be  implemented  in  the 
subsequent  year. 

The  artists  will  be  responsible  for  design  of  unique  imagery  for  each  of  the  six  storm  drain  locations.  Printing  of  the 
artwork  designs  onto  an  environmentally  friendly  durable  pavement  sticker  and  installation  at  the  storm  drain  locations 
will  be  done  under  a separate  contract  with  a signage  company  and  will  not  be  part  of  the  artist’s  contract.  She  plans  to 
work  with  PUC  staff  to  develop  interpretive  signage,  a walking  tour  and  community  meetings  to  promote  the  art  project.

Commissioner 
Keehn  asked  if  there  was  still  the  intention  to  replace  one  of  the  planned  touch-and-play  elements  specified  by  the 
landscape  architects  with  an  art  element.  Ms.  Chou  stated  it  was  not  possible,  and  introduced  Melinda  Stockman,  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  ("RPD")  Project  Manager,  who  explained  the  difficulty  of  doing  this  due  to  the  quick 
schedule. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  that  the  Arts  Commission  be  involved  sooner  in  the  design  process  in  order  to  allow  for 
more  integration  of  the  public  art  with  the  park  design.

She  explained  that  she  is  working  with  the  artist,  audio  visual  contractors  and  Public  Works  (“PW”)  to 
evaluate  several  options  that  will  address  these  concerns.  The  options  include  replacing  some  of  the  speakers  in  the 
soffit  with  a different  type  of  speaker  that  creates  much  more  directional  sound;  editing  the  digital  sound  files  to 
remove  some  sounds  that  are  more  disruptive  to  the  public;  and  possibly  re-siting  the  piece  in  the  adjacent  and  newly 
upgraded  walkway  between  the  library  and  the  newly  renovated  Joe  DiMaggio  playground.  There  is  an  approximate 
budget  of  $30,000  for  modifications  to  the  artwork;  originally  set  aside  for  future  maintenance  and  conservation.  The 
artwork  will  be  turned  off  while  solutions  are  being  researched.

While  researching  Market  Street  the  idea  of  change  was  a recurring  theme.  Change  is  a word  I 
repeatedly  read  in  articles  and  heard  on  the  street,  and  it's  a word  that  has  very  different  implications 
depending  on  its  context.  The  "Change"  used  to  describe  the  hopeful  promise  of  the  Better  Market 
Street  Plan  has  a very  different  meaning  than  the  question  posed  by  a person  panhandling  on  Sixth 
Street,  "Change?"  Change  can  speak  to  the  utopian  future  of  Market  Street  and  in  the  same  breath 
evoke  its  present  crossroad. 


I intend  to  make  text-based  posters  that  underscore  the  many  ways  that  Market  Street  can  be  viewed 
and  interpreted.  By  utilizing  words  and  slogans  found  on  Market  Street  I hope  to  speak  to  its  varied 
audience  and  comment  on  the  evolving  neighborhood. 


For  someone  new  to  the  Mid-Market  area  the  slogan  "See  the  beauty,  touch  the  magic"  on  a poster  may 
evoke  a hopeful,  utopian  image  that  is  entirely  different  from  someone  who  recognizes  it  from  the 
Market  St.  (adult)  Cinema  that  closed  its  doors  in  2013. 

This  duality  is  also  illustrated  by  the  old  Strand  Theater  which  proclaimed  "We  only  show  the  good  ones" 
and  presented  the  best  and  brightest  it  had  to  offer,  but  also  begged  the  question  what  happened  to  the 
not  so  good  ones?  Where  did  they  end  up?  These  seem  like  relevant  questions  during  Market  Street's 
current  development  where  some  of  the  biggest  and  best  companies  we  have  to  offer  are  taking  up 
residence  while  older,  less  desirable  businesses  are  shuttered  to  make  room. 


By  taking  these  words  and  slogans  out  of  their  original  context  and  presenting  them  as  statements  on  a 
poster  the  viewer  is  allowed  to  draw  their  own  conclusions  about  the  meaning  and  intention.  In  doing  so 
I hope  that  they  will  make  a connection  to  their  immediate  surroundings  and  think  more  about  the 
changing  landscape  of  Market  Street.

After  reviewing  the  portfolios  of  eight 
artists  selected  from  the  201 5/16  Prequalified  Artist  Pool,  the  panel  made  a direct  selection  of  the  artist  team 
Wowhaus  for  the  commission.  She  then  showed  examples  of  Wowhaus’  past  work.

Precita  Eyes  Muralists  in  collaboration  with  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  and  surrounding 
neighborhood,  is  in  the  process  of  applying  for  a grant  to  extend  the  new  existing  mural  across 
from  the  Forest  Hill  Station  on  Laguna  Blvd.  The  new  mural  in  process  runs  200  feet  along  the 
five-foot  high  retaining  wall,  framing  the  entrance  to  the  hospital  campus.  It  depicts  the  history 
and  beauty  of  the  surrounding  area  and  celebrates  150  years  of  the  hospital's  service  to  the  city. 
The  proposed  extension  is  a 150  foot  section  to  be  integrated  into  the  new  mural  that  will  focus 
on  the  early  history  of  the  area,  the  Ohlone  Indians,  the  original  native  people,  and  the  link  of 
the  Lagoon  to  the  ocean.
